Shadow Art 


Boston sculptor Mark Faverman is 
turning Charlestown’s Bunker Hill Mo- 
nument into a sundial for the next two 
weeks with some help from Hayden Pla- 
netarium and Museum of Science as- 
tronomers. The first in a series of Sun- 
shine Time events, Faverman views the 
project as a personal Bicentennial state- 
ment and plans to stage nine additional 
“temporary environmental sculptural 
happenings” at historic sites in 10 ma- 
jor American cities, including San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, St. Louis and New York, 
through the fall of 1976. 

“T feel this project will work on many 
levels,” says Faverman. ‘Not only is 
there an implied intimacy between the 
form and the viewer — one must look at 
the shadow cast by the structure in or- 
der to tell the time — but it will also en- 
able people to look at something they 
take for granted in a new and exciting 
way.” By charting the shadows cast by 
the Bunker Hill Monument, Faverman 
has painted (with a biodegradable sub- 
stance) eight-foot Roman numerals 
around its base to effectively transform 
the obelisk into a giant time-piece. 

Sponsored by the Mayor’s Office of 
Cultural Affairs, the MDC, Charles- 
town 200, the Bunker Hill Monument 
Association and the Charlestown His- 
torical Society, Bunker Hill is a Sundi- 
al continues through June 13.

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Left or Right, 
Tyranny Is 
Still Tyranny

A principled, consistent opposition to 
totalitarianism seems. as rare as one of 
those endangered species ecologists are 
forever fretting about. On the Right, we 
see an-easy recourse to making excuses 
for the Chilean junta now, for the Greek 
colonels then, for whatever example of 
oppression crops up in whatever land, 
just so long as it’s not communist. The 
Left manifests its own tendency to fudge 
facts when confronting dictatorships 
and blatant instances of cruelty so long 
as they’re not certifiably of the Right. 

I have grave doubts about the will- 
ingness of American ideologues of either 
stripe to formulate a consistent stand- 
ard by which regimes are judged, to app- 
ly that standard in all cases, and to write 
accordingly. Currently, the tragic situ- 
ations in Indochina and Portugal merit 
attention, and in these cases the Left 
again demonstrates its usual inconsis- 
tency, one might say its hypocrisy. 
Remember the ecstatic reaction from 
liberals and leftists to last year’s Portu- 
guese revolution? “Dictator” Caetano 
was ousted, freedom rang, “fascism” 
was overturned. From the folks who sing 
of “Chairman” Mao (not “Dictator” 
Mao) and “Premier’’ Castro came “‘Dic- 
tator” Caetano. Can anyone seriously 
equate the totalitarianism, the utter de- 
nial of freedom to contrary thought, the 
virtually complete dictatorship of Red 
China with the inefficient, niggling (but 
authoritarian) regime in prerevolution- 
ary Portugal? Evidently the Left can. 
Now Portugal hovers inches away from a 
communist dictatorship; freedom to op- 
pose the junta is curtailed; the non-com- 
munist parties won the election but lack 
the power; the dissenters disappear. 
Where is the Phoenix, where is the Real 
Paper, where is the local Left showing its 
opposition to this abysmal turn of 
events? Did I miss it? 

In Vietnam the refugees fled south, 
not north to Hanoi’s protective umbrel- 
la. Who flees from Hong Kong to main- 
land China? Who flees from West to 
East Berlin? Isn’t it remarkable that 
when people flee, they flee from com- 
munism, not to it? Did Thieu break the 
“‘peace’’ accords and invade the North? 
Why is it that the Left is silent — or, 
worse, gleeful — when the communists 
“liberate” South Vietnam and when 
Cambodia reverts to primitivism (all for 
ideology) by driving everyone out of the 
cities to live catch-as-catch-can? 
Wouldn’t a consistent humanitarian- 
ism take note of these phenomena and 


evidence points to the communists as vi- 
olators of human decency now, to the 
side of those squalid ‘“‘people’s democ- 
racies” as the side to condemn? 

I repeatedly ask the Right to con- 
demn indecency on the Right. Might we 
not ask the same of the Left? “Pas 
d’ennemi a [trendy] gauche’ is as stupid 
as d’ennemi a droit.”

Once again the Boston Phoenix, our

Ensconced — safely, we’re assured — in 
a double-doored combination vault on the 
fourth floor of Boston Police Headquar- 
ters is a deceptively small metal cabinet 
containing thousands of three-by-four- 
inch cards. 

They are called ‘Field Interrogation 
and/or Observation Reports’? — or 
“FIOs”’ for short — and the great bulk of 
them, we’re again assured, contain police 
surveillance data involving known crim- 
-inals, hoodlums, prostitutes, and other 
such doubtlessly mischievous types. 

“Very few of them,” contends Deputy 
Supt. John Doyle, chief of police intelli- 
gence, “contain information on average 
John Doe types.” 

Despite these assurances, the existence 
of such secret, inaccessible and poten- 
tially damaging police files as the FIOs 
has aroused increased suspicions among 
civil libertarians and, especially, gay- 
-rights advocates. The major concerns re- 
sult from evidence that the FIO system is 
used by police for harassment purposes 
against homosexuals, that the contents of 
these files are not quite so secure as the 
police suggest, and that, though informa- 
tion contained therein can crop up as evi- 
dence in a criminal proceeding, there is no 
procedure that allows the subjects of FIO 
reports to examine their contents for ac- 
curacy. And, unlike actual criminal rec- 
ords, there is no way at all for their con- 
tents to be expunged unless the police de- 
cide, of their own volition, to do it. 

Although the Gay Community News 
and the Homophile Union began ques- 
tioning the practice last summer, charg- 
ing that police were attempting to scare 
would-be clients of male prostitutes away 
from the residential section of Back Bay 
by threatening to write FIO reports on 
them, the controversy was again brought 
into focus recently at the Boston Licens- 
ing Board hearings into charges of liquor 
code violations at two Bay Village gay 
bars, Jacques and The Other Side. 

In describing police surveillance activ- 
ities in the vicinity of the clubs, Deputy 
Doyle remarked, ‘‘We FIO drag queens.” 
(Meaning, for the uninitiated, that police 
were instructed by Doyle to keep written 
surveillance records of transvestites ob- 
served in the area.) Doyle said the pur- 
pose of these records is “to keep track of 
the areas they frequent. They seem to at- 
tract a lot of weirdos that like to assault 
them and so forth.”

Asked if “drag queens” could be writ- 
ten up for doing nothing illegal — just 
standing around — Doyle responded, 
“‘That’s possible.” 

Regardless of how one reacts to the pre- 
sence on the street of men dressed as wo- 
men, the mere act of transvestitism is not 
illegal, and an apparent policy of keeping 
surveillance records on those engaged in 
the practice, therefore, comes perilously 
close to penalizing a life style. “The po- 
lice ought to be able to tell where the 
transvestites are just by looking at where 
they are,” says Rep. Barney Frank of the 
Back Bay. “They don’t have to question 
them and write down their names.” 

And Francis DiMento, the attorney 
who represented the owners of the two 
Bay Village bars at the recent hearings, 
takes issue with the police assumption — 
as evidenced in the testimony of vice 
squad members — that most of the drag 
queens on the streets of Bay Village are 
prostitutes. “Drag queens,” DiMento in- 
sisted, ‘‘consist of both homosexuals and 
heterosexuals. It’s very possible to have a 
happily married heterosexual man who 
simply enjoys walking around wearing 
women’s clothing in public. That type of 
transvestite especially has no crimes in 
mind at all. The police have no under- 
standing of what a drag queen is. They 
just assume they’re all prostitutes, that 
they’re unnatural and that, even if they’re 
not committing crimes, they are some- 
how causing crimes to be committed. 

“And yet,” DiMento argued, “‘you are 
likely to find a drag queen whose last 
name just happens to begin with ‘“‘P”’ in 
the FIO file right next to ‘Patriarca.’ ” 

For the record, Deputy Doyle denies 
that people are likely to get their names 
into his controversial secret files just be- 
cause they tend toward outlandish attire 
— and he said sucha misunderstanding 
stems from his ‘oversimplified’? com- 
ments at the hearing. “Most of the drag 
queens we FIO are known prostitutes or 
have a record of convictions for being lewd 
persons. If you are asking is it possible for 
a man to go down there dressed as a wo- 
man and get written up, yes, it’s possi- 
ble, but that record will remain com- 
pletely private.and if he doesn’t go around 
soliciting people, that’s the end of it.” 

The specific purpose, he said, of keep- 
ing FIO records of prostitutes, male or fe- 
male, is to establish a legal basis for a 
“common night walker” charge. The 
practice of the Vice Squad is to write an

FIO report each time a hooker is ob- 
served soliciting customers. On the fourth 
occasion, the suspect can be arrested as a 
“common night walker.” 

FIO forms have been used since 1962, 
when the police intelligence division was 
first formed, and were devised, in Doyle’s 
words, as “‘a police function to gather in- 
formation on certain individuals we feel 
we should keep track of’’ — especially or- 
ganized-crime types and prostitutes. It’s a 
very simple form, with space for the 
name, address, and description of the 
subject, the time and location where he or 
she was spotted and either merely ob- 
served or stopped and questioned. There 
is also space for the names of people seen 
in the company of the subject and two 
lines for the police officer’s “reasons for 
interrogation or observation.” 

The original is kept in John Doyle’s 
vault and a single copy is kept “under 
lock and key” in the police district where 
the report was written, this under the ex- 
clusive control of the commanding officer 
of that district. (According to Doyle, all 
records prior to 1968 have been de- 
stroyed.) 

Information from these forms is fed into 
a computer, which then delivers print- 
outs from which “trends” can be detect- 
ed. Doyle’s example is this: if a series of 
FIOs on a known safecracker reveal that 
he is seen in a certain area for, say, five 
days in a row, Doyle will send out detec- 
tives to investigate the possibility that he 
is casing a vault — and a crime may 
thereby be prevented. 

Additionally, as Doyle explains it, the 
forms can be produced as courtroom evi- 
dence to disprove a defendant’s alibi. In- 
deed, Atty. DiMento says that on two oc- 
casions he has successfully obtained court 
orders producing FIO reports that have 
corroborated a defendant’s story that he 
was elsewhere when the crime for which 
he was charged had been committed. 

So now we find that, in addition to law 
enforcement investigators, the courts can 
gain access to these secret files. And so, it 
is charged, can politicians with malicious 
intent who happen to know the right cops. 

The most sensational — and classic — 
example of this sort of abuse is also, ac- 
cording to Doyle, the only one on record. 
In 1970, the career of a local politician was 
thoroughly destroyed as.a very direct re- 
sult of the fact that an FIO report stating 
that the politico was seen in the company 
of a known prostitute found its way into

Aware that copies of the report were be- 
ing circulated in an outrageous smear 
campaign, the politician came forward 
and revealed the comparatively innocent 
details of the incident. He was summar- 
ily dropped from his party’s ticket and, as 
things turned out, lost out on what would 
have otherwise been certain election to 
statewide office. 

Doyle stressed that this occurred be- 
fore he ran the department, and that the 
safeguards he has instituted would ef- 
fectively prevent a recurrence. 

Which brings us to the harassment 
charge — and even though Doyle denies 
this is an intended function of the FIO 
system, there are those who say they have 
been subjected to such intimidation by of- 
ficers on the beat. 

David Brill, a reporter for the Gay 
Community News, claims that while, as 
public relations director for the Homo- 
phile Union, he was investigating charges 
of FIO abuse last summer, he was him- 
self stopped and interrogated six times by 
police while walking at night on “The 
Block,” the area of the Back Bay fre- 
quented by male prostitutes. 

When he asked the officer on one occa- 
sion why a report was being written on 
him, Brill claimed the cop responded, 
“Because you’re here” — indicating that 
mere presence in a certain area within 
certain hours qualifies one for a surveil- 
lance report. 

“In that area,” Doyle responded, ‘“‘most 
policemen FIO people who are known to 
them as male prostitutes. They are usu- 
ally not residents of the area, and are 
there for a particular reason.” 

But he strenuously denied the insinu- 
ation that known homosexuals are har- 
assed with the threat of being reported. 
“We are very cognizant of people’s 
rights,”’ he said. ‘We don’t go around in- 
timidating people. The mere fact that an 
FIO exists doesn’t give anyone a public 
record because the reports are not avail- 
able to the public. They are private po- 
lice files and their primary use is for crim- 
inal investigation.” 

Barney Frank offers an opposite rea- 
son. “Any police officer,” he said. ‘who 
tells you these files are used to investi- 
gate crimes is a liar. Their only function is 
intimidation.” 

Frank first got involved in the contro-

The Puritan Power 
One Man’s Meat—Another Man’s Cleaver

“I’m not a rightwinger.”’ 
—Michael Dukakis, 
May 20, 1975 


It would be so much easier to un- 
derstand the Governor if he had long ago 
admitted to a secret admiration for Ron- 
ald Reagan. A ready explanation could 
then be offered to the welfare recipients 
who may be purged from the rolls at his 
urging, to the elderly who will not receive 
the increased state support they expect, 
to those families who may find checks to 
cover medical expenses no longer forth- 
coming from the state. CBS News might 
not now be on Beacon Hill reporting the 
turnout of the man elected as a progres- 
sive reformer who has, in his fifth month 
in office, become most identified as the 
sponsor of new regressive state taxes and 
of decreased services to the poor, the el- 
derly and disabled. 

So what’s with Dukakis — and for that 
matter with Gov. Jerry Brown who is 
gaining the same kind of notices in Cal- 
ifornia? Have liberals learned to love the 
issue of welfare fraud? Have they forgot- 
ten the Great Society? 

State Senator Jack Backman of Brook- 
line — Dukakis’s home town, too — and 
among the leading opponents of the Gov- 
ernor’s proposed welfare budget cuts, 
says, “I feel like the election was some- 
how not as I remember it, and Sheehan 
[conservative Republican Carroll Shee- 
han] has won.” Backman’s comment is 
representative of sentiment on Beacon 
Hill, where feelings about Dukakis vary 
from surprise to outrage at what is con- 
sidered, by some who supported the man 
tagged a liberal, downright betrayal. 

“Liberals were fooled,” says Rep. Bar- 


ney Frank. “And I guess I was the biggest’ 


foolee. First I thought Dukakis was an- 
other Lincoln: Now I think he’s the rein- 
carnation of Cotton Mather. Between him 
and Jerry Brown, we've got a bunch of 
crazy Puritans on the loose. If the elec- 


tion were held again? I'd certainly vote for 


Sargent.” 

For Barney Frank, who peddles his pol- 
itical savvy as Dr. Rubin does ‘sexual ad- 
vice, that is a major admission of miscal- 
culation. 

And so the question arises: was Mich- 
ael Dukakis a closet Greek colonel, cam- 
paigning as a liberal only to govern as a 
conservative? Did he fool some of the peo- 
ple at the right time? Francis X. Mean- 
ey, an old Dukakis friend, key campaign 


adviser and, some say, alter ego (they 
share the habit of carrying oft-employed 
breath spray, for instance), resolutely de- 
nies the contradiction of an Old and New 
Dukakis. 

“There is absolutely no inconsistency 
between his campaign statements and his 
performance thus far in office,” insists 
Meaney. ‘Michael has always been a fis- 
cal conservative. If you look at his legis- 
lative record, you'll find he never voted 
for legislation that didn’t state how it 
would be paid for. Anybody who is sur- 
prised at Michael just wasn’t listening to 
what he was saying during the cam- 
paign.” 

Or perhaps listening selectively, inter- 
preting promises to deliver “the best gov- 
ernment this state has ever had” as ne- 
cessarily progressive. Reviewing the Du- 
kakis campaign, however, it’s clear that 
Meaney is right. Some progressive themes 
are to be found but it’s hard to detect the 
trademarks of fiscal liberalism or any im- 
passioned commitment to social pro- 
grams. In fact, last October, long before 
the current ostensible Dukakis anomaly 
gained attention, the New York Times 
profiled him as an unlikely pro-business, 
pro-development, balanced-budget De- 
mocrat running against, in Francis Sar- 
gent, a social reform-minded Republic- 
an. And indeed,.the Dukakis campaign 
rhetoric dwelt heavily on the necessity of 
“putting our fiscal house in order.” That 
meant increased “efficiency,” “‘producti- 
vity” and, most important, a balanced 
state budget. And although he has aban- 
doned promises not to seek new state tax- 
es, today he is pursuing, above all else, 
the grail of the balanced budget. This is 
what his controversial welfare cuts are 
geared toward; this is why he wants new 
taxes on cigarettes, alcohol and gasoline. 
He wants to start, in July, with a clean 
fiscal slate. “‘He’s obsessed. with the 
-_ says one Beacon Hill legislative 
aide. 

Was the Massachusetts electorate 
aware of Michael Dukakis’s missionary 
zeal when it elected him last fall? If it 
was, it certainly didn’t recognize the con- 
sequences. In hindsight, hints of what has 
developed are to be found. In a reply to a 
League of Women Voters questionnaire, 
he listed an aggressive economic develop- 
ment plan and a balanced budget as his 
top priorities. He stressed the same

pressed liberal positions — on abortion or 
marijuana, for example — only when he 
was questioned. He didn’t volunteer 
them.” This did not go unnoticed in the 
Sargent camp, even if it did by the pub- 
lic. 

“From the day Dukakis announced,” 


reflects a high-ranking Sargent .cam- 


paign adviser, “he emphasized economic 
issues. Nothing on prison reform, racial 
justice, gun control. He never got into a 
position where he’d be clearly perceived 
as liberal if he could help it. The feeling of 
his liberal loyalists was, ‘His heart’s in the 


right place; he’s just doing this in order to. 


win. And anyhow, with Sargent the op- 
position, we can’t really lose.’ ” 

Sargent and Dukakis were perceived as 
ideological interchangeables, the only dif- 
ference being that one was young and en- 
ergetic. But a review of their debates — 
largely regarded as bland — reveals the 
former Governor actually trying rather 
desperately in the late stages of the cam- 
paign to mark out turf to the left of Du- 
kakis. In their fourth debate, Sargent, in 
statements that foreshadow what has 
since transpired, warned, “Mr. Dukakis 
cannot keep the promise of not raising 
taxes and not cutting services.”” Later, of 
their sixth debate, the Globe reported 
that ‘Dukakis embraced criticism of him- 
self as ‘hard-nosed’ and spoke of govern- 
mental efficiency. Sargent said ‘the role of 
government is to care for those who can’t 
care for themselves.’ 

Even some liberal disenchantment was 
hinted at in some campaign accounts, 
though not widely noted. “Democratic 
support of Dukakis is nearly unani- 
mous,” an October Globe account opin- 
ed, ‘‘except for small clusters of disap- 
pointed liberals who had wanted a social 
causes campaign.” Rep. Bill Owens, soon 
to be elected the first black state senator, 
went so far as to endorse Sargent, who 
carried the Boston black community ov- 
erwhelmingly. “‘We don’t need an insen- 
sitive efficiency expert,’’ said Owens of 
Dukakis. 

Owens struck at what the press and 
those now surprised at Dukakis either 
misread or underestimated: the Dukakis 
character, his personal qualities, difficult 
to convey, sometimes considered impo- 
lite to mention. But in an administration 
in which, say Beacon Hill observers, few 
advisers have any real influence, the im- 
portance of Dukakis’s personality is ap- 
parently magnified to the point of affec- 
ting policy decissions. The son of a Greek 


immigrant — his father worked his way 
from the Lawrence mills through Har- 
vard Medical School — Dukakis has 
adopted Calvinism as thoroughly as he’s 
mastered English. (His family’s first lan- 
guage was Greek.) 

“Personally,”” says Alan Sidd, Brook- 
line town treasurer and a longtime Duka- 
kis friend, ‘“‘Michael’s always been ex- 
tremely tight. And he thinks everybody — 
and every entity — ought to live that way. 
He believes very strongly in the Protes- 
tant work ethic. He doesn’t go around say- 
ing that, but frugality has been a way of 
life for him. His family used to save old 
clothes and send them back to Greece. 
When he first ran for state rep, he had on- 
ly a bicycle, no car. And he went to 
Swarthmore, where the Quakers, I think, 
reinforced that Horatio Alger ‘strive and 
save’ philosophy. He always had a paper 
route, and his son has a part-time job. 
Welfare fraud? That would drive Mich- . 
ael right out of his mind.” f 

Apparently the idea of college students 
receiving food stamps does the same. A 
lobbyist for one of the many welfare ad- ’ 
vocacy groups battling the Dukakis bud-~ 
get proposals tells a story of a recent au- 
dience with the Governor. 

“I was trying to illustrate something 
and I began by saying that I live in Brook- 
line, as he does, and I get food stamps,” 
explains the young woman. “He inter- 
rupted, banged his fist on the table and 
said, ‘I see those kids on food stamps in 
the supermarkets in Brookline. Eighty 
percent of the food stamp recipients in 
Brookline are students. I see them stuf- 
fing roast beef in their carts and paying 
with food stamps — my money — while 
Kitty and I have to settle for hambur- 
ger.’ ’’ Says the lobbyist: “I couldn’t be- 
lieve it. Food stamps aren’t even a state 
program.” 

A member of the Brookline Democra- 
tic Town Committee believes that the 
link between such emotions and the Du- 
kakis budget proposals indeed exists, and 
mentions the so-called “sin taxes” the 
Governor has proposed with which to pay 
off the state budget deficit by the end of 
June (using the revenue to back up bor- 
rowing from banks). “It makes sense for 
him to tax cigarettes, booze and gasoline. 
He doesn’t smoke, rarely drinks, and he 
takes the MBTA. And he probably thinks 
everybody should do the same.” 

This last insight is one shared, bela- 
tedly and fearfully, by a variety of Bea-

Nukes for the Shah 


Some graduating MIT students plan to 
hand President Jerome Weisner a mes- 
sage as they receive their diplomas. They 
will protest the school’s deal with the 
Shah of Iran to train nuclear engineers. 
Paid for by the Shah’s own Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency, the program will give him the 
capability of making atomic bombs. Ac- 
cording to the school’s newspaper, MIT 
hid the facts about this arrangement from 
the public and the student body for 
months while the head of the School of 
Engineering was in Teheran recruiting Ir- 
anian students. Only when the student 
sheet disclosed the program did the ad- 
ministration admit to its existence. A 
campaign against the Persian connection 
was waged through the spring by the So- 
cial Action Coordinating Committee, 
which mounted picket lines and teach-ins 
that attracted hundreds of student sup- 


porters. 

The MIT administration defends the 
program by asserting that the Iranian stu- 
dents will be favorably influenced by ex- 
posure to the American political climate. 
But Bruce Ackerman of SACC maintains 
that the students, who will soon arrive on 
campus, will all be quartered in a single 
dorm grouping and will be closely watch- 
ed: “So much for the liberalizing effects of 
living in America.’”’ Among the faculty op- 
ponents of MIT’s deal with the Shah’s 


technicians are Noam Chomsky, Nobel. 


Prize-winner Salvador Luria, and Philip 
Morrison, co-holder of the patent on the 
first atomic bomb. 

Although Iran signed the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, the country has five 
nuclear reactors that could produce 
enough plutonium to manufacture an 
atomic weapon every other day, accord- 
ing to the Nation. The Shah already has 
the delivery systems to render such wea- 
pons operational, thanks to arms trade 
with the US. MIT’s program offers the 
Shah, an absolute dictator, the chance to 
become a full-fledged nuclear power. Ac- 
cording to one State Department official: 
quoted in Newsweek, the agreement with 
MIT ‘comes as close to political colla- 
boration. as you can get without formal 
treaty.’” SACC’s statement reads, ‘‘Polit- 
ically, the situation is ominous .... No 
government in the world is more repres- 
sive, less principled, than that of the 
Shah, who has admitted on US television 
to unquestioned use of immediate execu- 
tion to quench internal dissent.” 

ROAR is Right 

Agnes Smith, on the executive board of 
ROAR, the anti-busing group, is also a 
member of the John Birch Society, ac- 
cording to a copyrighted story in the Bos- 
ton Ledger. Smith is quoted as saying, “I 
have been a member [of the Birch Socie- 
ty| for four years and proudly so.”’ Louise 
Day Hicks said she was aware of Smith’s 


affiliation, but didn’t know if other ROAR 
board members were also Birchers. “I 
have no idea. I don’t ask anybody their 
race, color, creed, or what society they be- 
long to. All members of ROAR are anti- 
forced busing.” Adam Kasprzak, Brigh- 
ton’s ROAR executive board member, 
when asked by the Ledger if Presidents 
Eisenhower and Nixon were socialists, 
answered, “A lot of their actions prove 
them to be that way. I think anyone in his 
right mind would have that thought.” He 
denied Birch membership. 

The John Birch Society is not only 
against busing, but opposed to public 
schools altogether. An article in Americ- 
an Opinion, the group’s magazine, labels 
public schools a “socialist political con- 
spiracy” and proposes to “phase them out 
through attrition.” This is the ultimate 
objective toward which Birchers are work- 
ing, exploiting issues like busing to ga- 
ther support. The Birch Society also op- 
poses all government programs except 
maintenance of police departments. 


_ War is Peace? 
Congressman Gerry Studds, elected on 


a strong anti-war platform to represent. 


Cape Cod, seems to be straying to the 
right, charges Bob Schaeffer, the nation- 
al affairs director of Citizens for Partici- 
pation in Political Action. Shortly after 
the Mayaguez adventure, in which 41 
Americans and an unknown number of 
Cambodians died in a battle to free 39 
crewmen, Studds endorsed Ford’s move 
in his Weekly Report: ‘Under the cir- 
cumstances, and given the facts as we 
know them, it seems to me that the Pre- 
sident acted wisely and calmly ... . Nei- 
ther weak nor bullyish use of force be- 
comes this nation. For this, I believe the 
President deserves our gratitude.”’ Bob 
Schaeffer asks, “Is this a peace Congress- 
man? Even Brooke has asked pointed 
questions about this incident.” 

This is not the first occasion on which 
Studds has forsaken the position of most 
anti-war Congresspeople. Before the li- 
beration of Vietnam, he voted for two 
amendments to the Vietnam Evacuation 
Act proposed by extreme conservatives. 
One amendment, which blamed the 
North Vietnamese and the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government for causing 
the recent hostilities by unilaterally vio- 
lating the Paris Peace Agreement, was of- 
fered by Rep. John Rousselot (R-Cal.), -a 
self-proclaimed member of the John Birch 
Society. The other amendment, barring 
humanitarian aid from areas administer- 
ed by the PRG, was sponsored by Rep. 
John Ashbrook (R-Ohio), who was the ul- 
tra-rightwing Republican challenger to 
Richard Nixon in 1972. Although Studds 
supported both measures, the bill was kil- 
led by House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
“Tip” O’Neill’s quiet efforts, according to 
Schaeffer. Studds’s future votes will be 
closely watched by left-liberal and peace 
groups in the state. (His address is 1511 
Longworth House Office Bldg., Washing- 
ton, DC 20515).

A friend recently went shopping at a 
Star Market and noticed table grapes pro- 
minently displayed.

Another comparative study of the de- 
segregation coverage of the Boston press 
has been written, this one by William 
Kinzer, a Tufts University student. Some 
of his more interesting findings are these: 

In a two-week sample, the most-often 
quoted sources in Globe busing stories 
were Mayor Kevin White, Judge Arthur 
Garrity, President Gerald Ford, the Bos- 
ton Police, students, South Boston resi- 
dents, former Gov. Francis Sargent, 
anti-busing activists Fran Johnnene, 
Ray Flynn and Louise Day Hicks,

During the same period, the Herald 
American’s 12 most quoted sources were 
the Boston Police, South Boston resi- 
dents, Ray Flynn, anti-buser Virginia 
Sheehy, school coordinator John Coak- 
ley, Judge Garrity, Mayor White, Mrs. 
Hicks, Fran Johnnene, anti-buser Wil- 
liam Bulger, School Committee counsel 
John Murrick, and anti-buser Rita 
Graul. 

“Clearly,” Kinzer concluded, “‘the Her- 
ald gave a stronger voice, through direct 
quotation, to the anti-busing leaders than 
the Globe did.” 

He felt, however, that his findings dis- 
prove the allegations of anti-busing ac- 
tivists that the two dailies downplayed 
incidents of violence. Indeed, reports of 
violence appeared repeatedly in both pa- 
pers during the studied period, he noted, - 
and — most interesting of all — though 
the Globe identified the race of those in- 
volved in violent incidents more often 
than the Herald, “the Herald named 
blacks as perpetrators of violent acts 
nearly twice as many times as it named 
whites. The Globe was much more even in 
this category.”

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Electric shock Therapy Still Used to Excess

Electroconvulsive shock treat- 
ment (ECT), the controversial 
psychiatric procedure known to 
the general public simply as 
“shock therapy,”’ has been over- 
used by a number of private 
mental hospitals in Massachu- 
setts, aécording to a team of re- 
searchers from the state Mental 
Health Department. This opin- 
ion is based on the first hard sta- 
tistical data on electric shock 
ever gathered in Massachusetts. 
The information is contained in 
an unreleased report that has 
been obtained by the Phoenix. 


The Mental Health Depart- 
ment team also believes that the 
willingness of most health in- 
surance plans to pay for shock 
therapy may help explain what 
is considered to be the excessive 
reliance of private hospitals on 
electric shock therapy. 

According to information that 
has been submitted to the state 
by the hospitals themselves, 
from April 1973 through April 
1974, more than 28 percent of all 
patients admitted to private 
mental hospitals were given 
shock therapy — though litera- 
ture in this field generally char- 
acterizes this type of therapy as 
something of a last resort for 
treating serious emotional ill- 
ness, appropriate only for cer- 
tain patients. 

“That figure is alarmingly 
high,’”’ Mass. General Hospital 
psychiatrist Dr. Michel Man- 
del, a member of the American 
Psychiatry Association task force 
looking into the use and abuse of 
ECT in America, told the Phoe- 
nix.

sistant commissioner of mental 
health for research and program 
evaluation, who headed the re- 
search team and chooses his 


words carefully, said, ‘Private 

hospitals overuse it slightly — or 

moderately — if you wish.” 
But whether a 28 percent 


shock rate is ‘‘alarmingly high” 
or only “slightly or moderately” 
excessive, how does one describe 
those institutions surveyed that 


reported a 70 percent electro- 
shock rate? “Shock shops,” said 
a Mental Health Department re- 
searcher who has been studying 
shock therapy in Massachu- 
setts. .“‘That’s what you call 
them. They specialize in it.” 

“They,” in this case, means 
Bournewood Hospital in Brook- 
line, which — as tabulated in the 
survey — gave multiple shock 
treatments to 675 of 961 admis- 
sions (a flat 70 percent) during 
the reporting period, and Wis- 
wall Hospital in Wellesley, 
which, according to its own fig- 
ures, administered shock ther- 
apy to 132 of its 209 admissions 
— or 63 percent during the same 
period. 

Three other private mental 
hospitals — Glenside in Jamai- 
ca Plain, Valley Head in Car- 
lisle and St. Elizabeth’s in 
Brighton — reported giving 
shock treatments to better than 
one out of three new patients 
during this period. By way of 
contrast, four other private hos- 
\pitals reported minimal use of 
shock therapy, ranging from .6 
percent to 4.4 percent of new pa- 
tients. The prestigious McLean 
Hospital in Belmont stated that 
only 1.5 percent of its patients 
were involved in shock therapy. 


The survey is the direct result 
of reporting regulations issued 
by the Mental Health Depart- 
= ment following charges in the 
® Phoenix and by state Senator 
o Chester Atkins of Acton alleging 
$a whole series of questionable 
practices at Bournewood and 
Wiswall during 1972 and 1973. 
Among his allegations, Atkins 
charged that a teenage constitu- 
ent, arrested for possession of 
marijuana, was sent to Bourne- 
wood for shock therapy. 

Following hearings into var- 
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ious charges by patients. and 
staff at Wiswall, the Mental 
Health Department is now con- 
sidering whether to renew that 
hospital’s license. The hearings, 
according to Dr. David Allen, co- 
ordinator of the quality review 
team that inspected the insti- 
tution, “mainly” involved al-- 
legations that the hospital was 
giving shock treatments without 
first obtaining the required writ- 
ten informed consent from pa- 
tients. 

This deliberation follows a de- 
cision by the US Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
in February to suspend Wiswall 
from qualification for Medicare 
and Medicaid reimbursements, 
on the basis of violations of the 
federal Life Safety Code. “It was 
a fire trap,” said HEW public af- 
fairs spokesman Frank Bucci. 
The federal suspension has been 
appealed. 

Wiswall would be the first 
mental hospital in Massachu- 


setts to face possible loss of li- 
cense since the Mental Health 
Department, spurred by the 
exposes, began to take the an- 
nual inspection and license re- 
newal process seriously. While 
spokespersons ,for Wiswall de- 
clined to discuss its 63 percent 
shock rate or electric shock in 
general (having apparently not 
seen the Mental Health Depart- 
ment report), record librarian 
Barbara Haines of Bournewood, 
speaking in the absence of di- 
rector Myron Toross, said her in- 
stitution’s 70 percent rate prob- 
ably reflected the fact that 
“we’re an acute psychiatric hos- 
pital, specializing in short stays. 
‘The average stay here is 21 
days.” 

The existence of ‘‘shock 
shops,” or hospitals that spe- 


‘cialize in shock therapy for 


short-term treatments, is not 
what troubles Drs. Grosser and 
Mandel and others. They are 
concerned with the possibility

that these reimbursible treat 


ments are being given to the 
wrong people — teenagers, even 
children, on whom the long-term 
effects are not known, and to 
some who are merely neurotic — 
a less serious form of mental ill- 
ness that is generally considered 
ill-suited to shock therapy. 


According to the figures from 
the hospitals, which are called 
“somewhat surprising” in the 
Mental Health Department re- 

‘port, 26 percent of all private 
hospital in-patients who re- 
ceived shock therapy during the 
reporting period were not suffer- 
ing from schizophrenia, manic 


depression or any other psychot- 
ic illness for which shock ther- 
apy is regarded as appropriate, 
but were described simply as suf- 
fering from “depressive neuros- 
is.” Such “use of ECT has been 
questioned by a number of clini- 
cians and research investiga- 
tors,” the Mental Health De- 
partment report states. “‘Neuro- 
tic disorders and problems in 
adaptation did not respond well 
to ECT ... Anxiety symptoms 
respond only briefly and at times 
could even be exacerbated.” Dr. 
Mandel agrees: “There is ade- 
quate data to support that con- 
clusion.” 

In investigating charges lev- 
eled in the press and Legislature 
over the past three years, the 
Mental Health Department re- 
port noted, “The specific allega- 
tions which were found to have 
substance were that in some fa- 
cilities patients were being giv- 
en up to several hundred ECT

The FinCom report on Mayor 
Kevin White’s December, 1974 
fundraising effort is devastating 
testimony about the role of 
money in urban politics and gov- 
ernment. It should be noted that 
the practice of kicking in is by no 
means unique to this city, and 
was certainly not invented by 
the incumbent Mayor. But it can 
also be said that under Kevin 
White in Boston it has become 
an art form. 

Four dollars of every five col- 
lected came from persons with 
perhaps something more than 
just good government to gain 
from White’s re-election. 

The Mayor simply must be 
kidding when he says, “I don’t 
know of anything I’ve done — ev- 
en by inference — that would 
have abused the political pro- 
cess.” Or maybe he genuinely 
doesn’t understand that it is an 
abuse to — as he says — “ex- 
pect” contributions from indivi- 
duals whose jobs he controls, 
contributions ranging down- 
ward from the $1000 statutory 
maximum “expected” of de- 
partment heads. 

Nor is it an acceptable answer 
to say, as White did in rebuttal 
to the FinCom report, that 95 
percent of the City’s employees 


did not contribute. Unless, that 
is, he chooses to add that the five 
percent who did are almost all 
unprotected by civil service — 
and can be terminated or de- 
moted or transferred at his 
whim. 

And where does he get off with 
his ‘‘Let anyone who feels he was 
pressured come forward!” Has 
he forgotten what happened to 
the three firemen who did just 
that? Sure, he rescinded their 
transfers — almost as soon as 
they were made known publicly. 
But what has he done about the 
Fire Commissioner who ordered 
them and whom he admitted (to 
WBZ-TV’s Steve Nevas) was 
fundraising for him in January 
within the Fire Department ‘“‘to 
get it out of the way early.” Has 
he forgotten that the law flatly 
prohibits such activity — as it 
did when he was the constitu- 
tional officer of the Common- 
wealth charged with enforcing 
that very law? Has he returned 
so much as a dime of the money 
Commissioner Kelley raised? 

Does His Honor genuinely be- 
lieve that it doesn’t abuse the 
political process to take thous- 
ands of dollars in contributions 
from the officers of the con- 
struction firm that got the Frog 
Pond skating rink contract in

flagrant violation of the bidding 
laws? Has he returned any of 
that money, or even remonstrat- 
ed with the Parks Commission- 
er who let the contract? 

From his statement, it would- 


seem that White supposes in his 
heart of hearts that the officers 
of all those firms doing no-bid, 
service-order business with the 
city kicked in with maximum 
donations in a spasm of altru-

ism. No abuses of the political 
process? Kevin, give us a break. 

Well, he did say in his rather 
remarkable round of one-on-one 
media interviews this past week 
that he made all the names of his 
contributors public: “If I were 
going to abuse the law, why 
would I publish the names?” 
That’s intended to be a rhetor- 
ical question; but there is an an- 
swer, and a simple one: there’s 
no way to account for the money 
— since it comes in by check — 
without publishing the names, 
as the law requires. 

And the Mayor said that he in- 
tends to abide by the law right 
through the elections. That is, he 
will make public the names of 
his 1975 contributors eight days 
before the September and. No- 
vember pollings. As he well 
knows, it takes many man-weeks 
of digging to establish any ques- 


tionable connections between 


contributions and abuses of the 
political process. And one must 
assume that’s fine with him. 
More interesting than just 
about anything White said in re- 
sponse to all of this is what he 
didn’t say: what reforms, if any, 
he intends to institute in his 
fundraising. He is returning no 
money. He will continue to ac- 
cept money from city employees 
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and, presumably, from city con- 
tractors. The whole affair has 
had no palpable effect. on him, 
other than to occasion a some- 
what preposterous pose of pious 
indignation: “‘Why don’t they in- 
vestigate the contributors to 
Globe Santa? 

White seems to harbor a great 
deal of hope in a phenomenon of 
Boston politics that he claims 
saddens him: “It has happened 
before — the people have known 
about it and done nothing.” 

* * 

Since neither President Ford 
nor Secretary Kissinger is pre- 
sumably a regular reader of the 
Boston Phoenix, I guess I don’t 
run a very great risk. of being 
branded a neo-isolationist. But I 
must confess to the hope at least 
that when Ford lopes over to 
Europe just as the smoke is 
clearing from our Mayaguez mis- 
adventure, and brandishes his 
rhetorical shooting iron, he real- 
izes that times have changed just 
a bit since the days of his men- 
tor, the late Senator from Mi- 
chigan, Arthur Vandenberg. 

“NATO is the cornerstone of 
United States foreign policy and 
has the unwavering support of 
the American public and of our 
Congress ” That’s what 
Ford said. Now, I'm perfectly 
willing to take that kind of Brus- 


sels spout with a grain or two of — 


salt — after all, what else do you 
say to the King of the Belgians? 
But when John Chancellor pro- 
nounces this diplomatic strok-

ing operation “‘the story of the 
season,” as he did the other ev- 
ening on camera, then.I begin to 
worry that we might be suppos- 
ed to think the whole thing is on 
the level. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization was put together ov- 
er a quarter century ago — when 
we were riding very tall in the 
saddle, with the world’s only nu- 


clear arsenal at our hip and the 
world’s hardest currency jing- 
ling in our jeans. If the Russians 
were going to start a war in those 
days, it would have had to be by 
way of invading western Eur- 
ope. And NATO was our way of 
saving that Europe’s fight was 
our fight, too — and lest any- 
body doubt that, we stationed 
hundreds of thousands of our 


boys, complete with depen- 
dents, PX’s and all the hard- 
ships of military life, right there. 

Now, whether the Soviets ev- 
er’really had World War III in 
the backs of their minds at that 
stage — especially knowing that 
we could blow Moscow into or- 
bit before they got through Pol- 
and — is one of those things we’ll 
never know. Nor do we know 
with any certainty that they 
wouldn’t risk holocaust even now 
if they thought they could get 
the drop on us. The point is, of 
course, that they know, or we 
certainly hope they know, that 
they can’t get the drop on us. 
And they certainly know that our 
divisions in Europe are func- 
tionally irrelevant to that cruci- 
al point. 

Now that the USSR has a 
thermonuclear arsenal that ri- 
vals ours, the threat of their in- 
vading the NATO countries is 
ludicrous. They. could destroy 
the major cities of those coun- 
tries just as they could destroy 
ours — and we theirs in the very 
next instant. Is the rationale be- 
hind all those NATO divisions 
that we and the Russians might 
agree to a limited war in Eur- 
ope? If so, that’s the most hope- 
ful development in centuries. 
Maybe the next step will be still 
further back in time, to that chi- 
valric day when each side chose 
its champion and had him joust 
for whatever was at stake. Mu- 
hammad Ali would love it. 

This is not to say, of course, 


that our support for NATO 
doesn’t have much of a point — 
and especially now. The Europ- 
ean member states get out of it 
the assurance that in the un- 
likely event that the Soviets 
launch any kind of attack in 
Europe, our boys and girls and 
PX’s will be incinerated too. And 
they get considerable of our pre- 
cious foreign exchange. And we, 
for our part, get the comforting 
assurance that they think we’re 
swell allies. 

Allies against what? Well, let’s 
see. If Soviet attack is out, how 
about subversion? Not much evi- 
dence of that over the last gen- 
eration or so; but then, what 
about takeovers by domestic 
communists within NATO coun- 
tries? That seems to be happen- 
ing right now in Lisbon. And 
what’s NATO going to do about 
it — mount a counter-revolu- 
tion in a member state? 

No, NATO is an alliance 
against political opponents of 
each successive administration 
in Washington. Let the first Pre- 
sident who dares pull the first 
PX out of NATO, and then lis- 
ten to the loyal opposition howl 
that he’s weakened our western 
bulwark against the Red Men- 
ace. 

Besides, as Mr. Ford seems to 
have learned from his predeces- 
sor, when things are going badly 
at home, the trick is to go get 
vour hand shaken by the King of 
the Belgians. As Chancellor said, 
“It’s the story of the season.” 
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With ‘Friends’ Like These, Who Needs Enemies?

The surrender of Jane Alpert 
‘early this year, the arrest of Su- 
san Saxe in March, and the re- 
cent rash of arrests, grand juries 
and FBI harassment have 
shaken the entire women’s 
movement. Most of us have 
known that the time would come 
when the men who run this coun- 
try would recognize us as a rev- 
olutionary force and would begin 
attacking us as they did the Pan- 
thers and SDS in the late ’60s. 
But of course, we never knew 
when or how they would strike. 
Probably the Patty Hearst- 
SLA affair accelerated the pro- 
cess: for the first time, women 
publicly proclaiming them- 
selves lesbian feminists were 
openly involved in the sort of 
male left adventurism so useful 
to the opponents of radical 
change. Alpert’s surrender gave 
the FBI the impetus it needed to 
begin a serious womanhunt, and 
that people like Saxe, Kathy 
Power and Pat Swinton — un- 
derground because of their al- 
leged criminal activities in 1969 
and 1970 — were still at large 
provided a perfect excuse to 
clamp down on feminist and es- 
pecially lesbian-feminist com- 
munities. Women in Connect- 
icut and Kentucky, suspected of 
no crimes themselves, were ar- 
rested on charges of contempt for 
having refused to give informa- 
tion to grand juries (see “‘Getting 
Caught in the Saxe-Power Drag- 
net,” Phoenix, Feb. 25). The 
“facts” they withheld bore little 
direct relation to any fugitive: 
the grand juries, functioning as 


FBI henchmen, were trying to 
obtain data for FBI ‘‘socio- 
grams’’ — computer profiles of 
the lifestyles and whereabouts of 
feminists and lesbian-feminists. 
With such information, the FBI 
could root out feminists who are 
also fugitives — or, for that mat- 
ter, any feminists it decided to 
harass. Women in the move- 
ment are scared, and with very 
good reason. 

Unfortunately, there are indi- 
cations that some women are re- 
acting in ways that play right 
into the FBI’s hands. Accusa- 
tions of betrayal are begining to 
be hurled. Saxe, Alpert and even 
Gloria Steinem are being trash- 
ed. 

The complaint against Saxe, 
voiced by a diversity of femin- 
ists, boils down to this: by pub- 
licly proclaiming herself a les- 
bian-feminist revolutionary and 
not at the same time disavowing 
her alleged role in the 1970 
Brighton bank robbery that re- 
sulted in the slaying of a police- 
man, she implied that all femin- 
ists are given to committing acts 
of revolutionary violence. If she 
were a real feminist, she’d shut 
up about it and not implicate the 
rest of us in murder. Certainly I 
agree it is disappointing that her 
statement didn’t include a repu- 
diation of an act which, like most 
such “revolutionary” acts in 
America, was tactically stupid 
and morally hideous (I’m not, of 
course, speaking of the bank rob- 
bery itself, but of the death it en- 
tailed which the group should 
have recognized as a possibility 
from the outset). But to deny

Saxe the right to identify herself 
publicly with the movement that 
has been for many years as much 
a part of her life as it has been of 
any of ours is cruel, arrogant and 


more dangerous than anything 
she herself might say.

there anyone of us who can look 
back at her political (or apolit- 
ical) past and see no mistake, no 
poor choices? Even if Saxe 
doesn’t disavow the robbery, we 
have no right to disown her, 
though we can certainly con- 
demn that particular action. 
She’s one of us, and especially 
because her situation is so vul- 
nerable and oppressed, she 
needs, and has a right to, the 
love and support of her sisters. 

The charges against Alpert are 
graver — she’s being accused of 
deliberately informing on under- 
ground comrades in exchange for 
a light- sentence. This may be 
true, but we have no actual evi- 
dence of it. What seems more 
likely is that she talked about 
feminist habits and _ lifestyles, 
thinking such information harm- 
less. This is the belief of Pat 
Swinton, a friend of Alpert who 
appears to have been tracked 
down on the basis of* Alpert’s 
‘‘leads’’ — and who, of all of us, 


thus has the most reason to be- 


bitter. Until we have real proof of 
anything else; we must assume 
that Alpert’s guilty of nothing 
worse than bad judgment. 
Otherwise, we place ourselves, 
and not Alpert, in the position of 
betrayer. 


Of course, it’s always open ; 


season on Gloria Steinem. She’s 
glamorous and successful in the 
“beautiful people” world, which, 
regardless of anything she says or 
does, is enough to infuriate con- 
tinually the smugly right-on 
crowd. The latest and least 
amusing attack comes in the 
form of a 16-page, tabloid-style 
press release calling Steinem a 
CIA agent and Ms. magazine a 
CIA instrument whose fiendish 
purpose is to destroy the move- 
ment by creating a “parallel” 
but non-revolutionary femin- 
ism. The charge is leveled by the 
newly revived organization Red- 
stockings, whose promotional 
material asserts that it orig- 
inated the current women’s 
movement — a claim that could 
as easily be made for NOW, Bet- 
ty Friedan, Robin Morgan or, for 


that matter, Simone de Beau- 


voir. This would be a harmless 
bit of conceit if it hadn’t re- 
sulted in any attempt to dis- 
credit Steinem and Ms., who 
had the nerve to formulate an 
analysis different from Red- 
stockings’ and become popular 
in the process. 


The accusations against 
Steinem are based on her in- 
volvement in the late ’50s and 
early 60s with a CIA-funded 
youth organization — an in- 
volvement she herself admitted 
in a 1967 interview with the New 
York Times. The interview, re- 
printed by Redstockings in its 
press release, revealed a naivete 
about the insidiousness of the 
CIA which was unfortunate but 
hardly startling. Eight years ago 
most liberals (and a lot of us who 
are radicals now were liberals 
then) still believed that the 
government was basically be- 


‘nign and that both the op- 


pression of blacks and the Viet- 
nam war — the most obvious 
political horrors of the time — 
were essentially isolated evils 
within a fundamentally decent 
society. None of the “evidence” 
compiled by Redstockings 
against Steinem proves any- 
thing except that before she was 
a feminist she was a typically 
naive liberal. Even the Catholic 
Church forgives old sins. 


And Redstockings’ case a- 
gainst Ms. is downright silly. 
Some of the criticisms are valid, 
but the worst charge they prove 
is that the magazine is essen- 
tially liberal. There are plenty of 
liberal feminists — are they all 
CIA agents? A lot of space is 
given to one disenchanted former 
Ms. contributor’s belief that her 
work was sloppily edited —

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The State « Joins the Fight Against Redlining

Nothing obvious links the 
neighborhoods of Dorchester, Ja- 
maica Plain and the South End. 
Perhaps as much as any in Bos- 
ton, they differ racially, ethnic- 
ally, architecturally, and in in- 
come levels. But residents in all 
three areas are beginning to per- 
ceive a common malady. In Dor- 
chester’s Codman Square, it’s 
seen in the form of three-decker 
homes abandoned in the midst of 
a housing shortage. In Jamaica 
Plain, it takes the form of real es- 
tate brokers’ confining their 
sales to the west side of Centre 
Street, while South End resi- 
dents see that some pockets of 
the neighborhood’s trademark 
townhouses have been reborn as 
luxury addresses, even as others 
continue to decay. 

In the fearful minds of neigh- 
borhood leaders in these and 
other areas, the factor that uni- 
tes all three scenes is called “‘red- 
lining,” the attitude of banks 
that designates areas as unde- 
sirable. The result is neighbor- 
hoods that become off-limits for 
investment are denied mort- 
gages and property-improve- 
ment loans by the very savings 
banks where residents deposit 
their paychecks. 


In the past year, the issue of 
red-lining — as much a banker’s 
psychology as a definite bound- 
ary on a city map — has grown 
from one broached by isolated 
community groups like the Ja- 
maica Plain Community Coun- 
cil (see “Battling the Banks in 
Jamaica Plain,” Phoenix, July 9, 
1974) to the subject of national 
legislation and concerted study 
in both the Massachusetts Bank- 
ing Commissioner’s office and 
the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority (BRA). In part, the in- 
creasing interest stems from a 
body of financial data that has 
begun to confirm what residents 
of some neighborhoods had al- 
ready sensed. 

‘*Evidence continues to 
mount,” 
the BRA’s research division, 
“That our traditional urban 
lenders, the savings banks, are 
less and less willing to make in- 
dividual home mortgages and 
home improvement loans in 
many of Boston’s neighbor- 
hoods.’’ BRA planner Rolf 
Gertze describes the situation 
with more emotion. ‘‘The 
banks,”’ he says, “have a fixa- 
tion with the suburbs. They 
think that because a neighbor- 
hood is old it must necessarily be

in decline. When they do that, 
they’re writing off most of the ci- 
ty, forcing people to give up the 
dream of owning their own 
home. And then comes the self- 
fulfilling part: if a bank decides 
an area will become blighted, it 
more easily becomes blighted.” 

Data compiled on some of the 


city’s largest savings banks — 
which traditionally have served 
homebuyers, while commercial 
banks lend to business — gives 
credence to such statements. 

e A soon - to - be - published 
Tufts University master’s thesis 
reveals that in 1972, one of Bos- 
ton’s largest savings banks, Bos- 
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ton Five Cents Savings, inves- 
ted as much money in a single 
new housing development in 
Weymouth as it did in housing in 
the entire city of Boston. The 
bank has no branches in Wey- 
mouth, where it decided to back 
the $3 million project. It does, 
however, have a Roxbury 
branch, which, like branches in 
many of Boston’s neighbor- 
hoods, offers the convenient 
banking hours and short waits at 
teller windows that attract cus- 
tomers. Such good service did 
not entail, though, investing 
money in neighborhoods that 
supplied it: the bank blessed 


- Roxbury with only four home- 


owner’s loans, totaling a mere 
$48,000. The study reveals, too, a 
steady decline in the number of 
Boston mortgages granted by the 
bank over the past 20 years: in 
1953, it granted 136 mortgages in 
Boston, but granted only 83 in 
1973. And despite inflation, the 
Boston Five lent almost the 
same amount — $2 million — in 
both years. 

eA June, 1974, MIT urban 
planning thesis (The Role of 
Thrift Institutions in Boston’s 
Housing Markets) found that 
savings banks in Boston have 
significantly contributed to 
neighborhood decline, both by 
denying loans to prospective in- 
dividual homeowners and by 
granting them to inner-city ab- 
sentee landlords. The study 
found that the eight largest Bos- 
ton savings banks, which dom- 
inate the mortgage market, have 
been steadily granting fewer 
mortgages of all kinds, and in 
fact have less than half of their 
assets in mortgages anywhere in 
Massachusetts. 

e The same MIT study found 
that the South Boston Savings 
Bank, which has long specializ- 
ed in helping neighborhood resi- 
dents purchase their own homes, 
invested in 1972 three times as 
much money in downtown Bos- 
ton as it did in South Boston 
mortgages. That same year, the 
Dorchester Savings Bank put 
some $7 million into downtown 
properties purchased by absen- 
tee owners while granting only © 
$1.6 million in mortgages for 
Dorchester residents buying 
their own homes. Virtually none 
of that $1.6 million — which the 
study calls a minimal, “public 
relations” level of lending — 
went to Dorchester’s black 
neighborhoods. 

eA recently released study 
done by the Cambridge-based 
Urban Planning Aid discovered 
that, over the past five years, 
Boston banks have been finding 
the city’s South End an increas- 
ingly attractive investment and 
have sunk some $37 million into 
the area. But the lending has not 
spread mortgages and renova- 
tion loans uniformly throughout 
the area. Certain blocks, the 
study found, have been ignored’ 
almost entirely, as have middle- 
income groups: upper-income 
whites seeking financing to re- 
novate townhouses convenient to 
downtown find financing that is 
unavailable to less wealthy — 
but not poor — blacks, Greeks 
and Syrians living nearby. The 
South End Project Area Com- 
mittee (SEPAC), a community 
group which commissioned the 
study, discovers social engineer- 
ing to, be implicit in such lend- 
ing policies. Says SEPAC in a 
leaflet based on the report: 
“Though parts of the South End, 
certain streets, squares and ev- 
en neighborhoods, have been re- 
latively improved physically 
through this mortgage loan acti- 
vity ... one major casualty has 
been the integrated and diverse

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urban environment which most 
South Enders still take pride 
in.” 

Information on mortgage lend- 
ing patterns has not been easily 
assembled by researchers. Bank- 
ing regulations have not called 
for a breakdown of investment 
by geography; only painstaking 
checks of deed records have un- 
covered the tip of the iceberg of 
urban “disinvestment.” Pres- 
sure is growing, however, for 


more complete information. One . 


of those who wants to know more 
about the mortgage pattern is 
Carol Greenwald, recently ap- 
pointed State Commissioner of 
Banks. Greenwald succeeded 
Freda Koplow, who insisted that 
the industry she regulated has no 
obligation other than paying in- 
terest to depositors. Greenwald, 
in contrast, is anxious to know 
the full extent of red-lining, 
which she acknowledges exists 
and seems eager to ameliorate. 

“You won’t find maps with big 
red lines on them,” says Green- 
wald, “‘and there are few areas in 
which you won’t find some lend- 
ing activity going on. But-what I 
want to know is how many mort- 
gages are being granted in com- 
parison to how many you would 
expect, compared to the past 
and to other areas.” 

Toward that end, Greenwald 
three weeks ago announced new 
regulations requiring all state- 
chartered banks — about 60 per- 
cent of those in Massachusetts 
— to disclose where they get 
their deposits and where they in- 


vest them. The commissioner 
hopes such data can be compil- 
ed by next spring. Her order 
comes at an opportune time. 
Savings banks nationwide have 
recently recorded increases in 
their deposits and have, accord- 
ing to figures released three 
weeks ago by the US League of 
Savings Associations, again be- 
gun lending home mortgage 
money after a recession-caused 
hiatus. 

“With disclosure,” says Tufts 
researcher James Carras, ‘‘a 
bank computer can spit out in- 
formation in a few minutes that 
it takes months to assemble 
otherwise.” Mortgage disclosure 
has already become public pol- 
icy in Chicago, where red-lining 
has become the focus of atten- 
tion of well-organized commun- 
ity groups who successfully lob- 
bied for a city ordinance requir- 
ing that “‘all financial institu- 
tions who wish to [receive city 
deposits} must file disclosure 
statements breaking down the 
sources of both checking and 
savings accounts, and the geo- 
graphic distribution of all mort- 
gage loans.” 

The threat of losing city depo- 
sits assured compliance with the 
ordinance, and the resulting da- 
ta, analyzed by Chicago’s Hous- 
ing Training and Information 
Center — which has led the an- 
ti-red-lining campaign — re- 
yealed, according to that Cen- 
ter’s April bulletin, ‘In almost 
all cases the banks serve as one- 
way conduits for the deposits 


from the neighborhoods, taking 
them in and depositing them 
along the lake shore [an area of 
luxury highrises] or in the sub- 
urbs.”’ A recently concluded Li- 
brary of Congress study of Wash- 


ington, DC, federal savings-and-. 


loan banks — commissioned by 
Senate Banking Committee 
Chairman William Proxmire (D- 
Wisconsin) — found a similar 
pattern there, where one savings 
bank with 12 city branches was 
found to have invested, in 1973, 
$55.4 million in suburban mort- 
gages and only $185,000 in ur- 
ban mortgages. 
Considering such results, :it is 
not surprising that the banking 
industry has begun to lobby 
strenuously against mortgage 


disclosure, especially on the fed- © 


eral level, where Proxmire has 
introduced the Home Mortgage 
Disclosure Act of 1975. This le- 
gislation, which would affect the 
majority of banks nationwide — 
and the federally chartered Mas- 
sachusetts banks that would not 
be subject to regulation by the 
banking commissioner — is pat- 
terned after the Chicago ordi- 
nance. Hearings on the bill over 
the past few weeks have been 
stormy, with community groups 
from 20 cities — including Ja- 
maica Plain residents — testify- 
ing along with banking spokes- 
men (who have criticized the bill 
as an unjustified expense). The 
subject was prominently men- 
tioned at the recent Boston con- 
vention of the National Associa- 
tion of Mutual Savings Banks, 


whose president, Kenneth Birch- 
by, provided a concise state- 
ment of the industry view. 

“We are deeply disturbed,” 
said Birchby of the Proxmire le- 
gislation, “‘by the bill’s implica- 
tion that geographic fragmenta- 
tion of mortgage markets is a de- 
sirable social objective. Our 
main concern is the apparent un- 
derlying premise that funds at- 
tracted into savings banks 
should necessarily be channeled 
in some fixed relationship into 
mortgage loans in the same nar- 
row geographic.area. This view is 
economically unsound.” 

An aide to Proxmire com- 
ments, ‘““The bankers don’t want 
to admit ‘red-lining exists. 
They’re already worried be- 
cause they lost so much in depo- 
sits last year, although that has 
changed. But they say their in- 
vestment patterns are just good 
business practice, the best way 
to protect their depositors. They 
worry about runs on banks and 
panic being caused. We see the 
bill as nothing more than con- 
sumer information legislation.” 

The mere disclosure of lend- 
ing patterns clearly does no- 
thing in itself to alter them, but 
bankers are probably right in 
perceiving it as a threat to their 
investment status quo. In areas 
where investigation of lending 
patterns has already been made, 
some community groups have 
begun programs aimed at trans- 
ferring residents’ deposits from 
banks shown not to loan in a 
neighborhood to one that pro- 


mises it will. Chicago’s Com- 
munity Action Program (CAP) 
coined the phrase “green-lin- 
ing” for such programs, one of 
which is about to get underway 
in Jamaica Plain. There the Ja- 
maica Plain Community Invest- 
ment Plan has won pledges from 
members to transfer some $500,- 
000 in savings deposits to a bank 
promising to lend in red-lined 
areas. After long negotiations, 
the group has struck just such a 
deal with the tiny Jamaica Plain 
Co-Operative Bank. Robert Hor- 
an, a member of the bank’s 
board of directors, says that the 
plan is “good business for us. We 
have to do something to com- 
pete with bigger banks and this 
is a good way to get deposits. 
And all we’re promising to do is 
what the co-op banks are char- 
tered to do.” 

Although the Jamaica Plain 
plan is the anti-red-lining pro- 
gram closest to actually starting 
up, there is no shortage of pro- 
posed antidotes being pondered 
on both the state and city levels. 
Commissioner Greenwald, 
sides ordering disclosure regula- 
tions, has devised what she 
terms the “Fair Plan.”’ Pattern- 
ed on the reorganization of the 
state insurance industry in 
which then-legislator Michael 
Dukakis played a major role, the 
Fair Plan would have all state- 
chartered banks divert a_per- 
centage of deposits to so-called 
“high-risk” areas. These loans 
would, however, be insured by a

con Hill observers. One staff 
member of the progressive coal- 
ition, Citizens for Participation 
in Political Action (CPPAX), 
which endorsed the Dukakis can- 
didacy, says, “He has a very 
Spartan — and that’s not an eth- 
nic joke — personal lifestyle, and 
I admire him for it. But he 
doesn’t seem to understand that 
everyone might not be able to 
grow his own vegetables. He 
seems to want to impose his style 
on the state.” 

Dukakis adviser Meaney, in 
defending budget cuts such as 
the elimination of single persons 
from general relief rolls, corro- 
borates the Governor’s father- 
knows-best austerity philoso- 
phy, which the CPPAX lobbyist 
compares to the “arrogance of 
Kennedy’s best and brightest.” 
“T don’t understand why people 
are so upset about thé propos- 
als,’ says Meaney, an attorney. 
“Why, it’s not that expensive to 
feed yourself if you’re single or 
living alone. Personally, I just 
have granola for breakfast, skip 
lunch, and have a simple din- 
ner.” 

Are the Dukakis tax and bud- 
get ideas, then, a kind of Puri- 
tan’s recession remedy that seeks 
to correct economic crisis by 
squeezing its victims? Dukakis 
has been asked such questions 
time and again, both in private 
and in press conferences. He in- 
sists that he is not opposed to so- 
cial programs philosophically, 
but is only pragmatic about 
them. Phrases like “the bottom 
line” and “‘we have to have the 
bucks” sprinkle his speech. And 
most of all, he claims that a $450 
million state budget deficit that 
he did not know about or antici- 
pate during his campaign has 
thrown a wrench in the good 
works he’d like to continue if he 
could. It is this deficit that he 
and advisers cite when asked 
about campaign speeches that 
now sound embarrassing — like 
the one Dukakis made before the 
Service Employees Internation- 
al Union, Local 509, last Octo- 
ber 12. “There is one nagging 
question that remains in people’s 
minds,” he said then. ‘‘Won’t we 
have to cut our social services if 
we want to avoid a tax increase 
next year? To [this question], 
Tom O’Neill and I answer an 
emphatic no!” 

The discovery of the deficit — 
hidden by Sargent, agree obser- 
vers — is the only factor that 
changed Dukakis’s thinking, 
says Francis Meaney, the only 
variable that forced him to re- 
nege on the oft-repeated pro- 
mise of ‘‘a balanced budget with- 
out additional tax burdens.” “‘As 
far as I know,” says Meaney, “‘he 
had no idea about the magni- 
tude of the deficit.” It is hard to 
say for sure whether Dukakis 
knew of or anticipated all that 
red ink. Barney Frank says pro- 
jections of a $300 million deficit 
were common — if not public — 
as the campaign wound down. 


“The ‘Speaker's office knew,” 


says Frank, “so did the Ways 
and Means Committee.” 

Just as it is impossible to know 
whether Dukakis was aware of 
the budget problem — and mere- 
ly feared altering his campaign 
strategy — it is almost impos- 
sible for an outside observer to 
know whether purging welfare 
rolls and raising taxes on whis- 
key are the only available means 
of coping with what is now ac- 
knowledged to be a first-order 


fiscal crisis. But Barney Frank 
and CPPAX lobbyists assert 
that other alternatives could 
have been prepared in the five 
months (January through April) 
during which Dukakis definitely 
knew of the deficit but made no 
budget proposals. It was not un- 
til spring that the controversial 
budget “meat cleaver’ fell, and 
not until early May that Duka- 
kis asked the Legislature to pass 
his tax proposals — coupling the _ 
request with the threat that state 
welfare funds would run out on 
May 28 unless the Legislature 
acted. 

“He spent all those months 
thinking that he could set a 
Spartan example, wave a magic 
wand and get those mythical 
productivity increases that 
would erase the deficit,” says 


. Barney Frank. “‘Had he gone to 


taxes earlier, the revenue would 
already be in and we wouldn’t be 
in the bind we’re in now.” A 
CPPAX spokesman echoes 
Frank. “In allowing only a few 
weeks for the Legislature to con- 
sider the tax package, he pre- 
cluded rational debate and a 
search for less regressive taxes.” 

It would be a mistake, howev- 
er, to believe that merely the na- 
ture of the Dukakis proposals — 
welfare cuts, sin taxes, state em- 
ployee layoffs, educational aid 
cutbacks — have prompted the 
anger in the Legislature, itself a 
thoroughly mixed ideological 
bag. By his apparent high-hand- 
edness and holier-than-thou de- 
meanor, the Governor has clear- 
ly offended the professional pol- 
iticians, such as Speaker of the 
House David Bartley, who blast- 
ed “government by crisis” last 
week as 10,000 checks for aid to 
dependent children were held up 
and Dukakis, in effect, held 
them hostage until the Legisla- 
ture passed his program to bal- 
ance the budget. 

Tactics aside, however, the 
question remains: why did the 
liberal tag get pinned so firmly 
on Michael Dukakis? One rea- 
son is that he was not, and has 
not really become, a conserva- 
tive. Says a CPPAX. lobbyist: 
“Don’t portray us as being too 
bitter toward him. He’s going to 
be very helpful on issues like rent 
control, death penalty, gay 
rights, abortion.”” Says Barney 
Frank: ‘“‘He’s very good on civil 
liberties things. The mistake I 
made is thinking that if some- 
one believes as you do 90 per- 
cent of the time, you can extra- 


~polate the other 10 percent.” 


So as the first crisis of the Du- 
kakis administration unfolds, it 
appears to be teaching some who 
supported him but now are 
straying, to color, in finer 
shades, their picture of Duka- 
kis. His liberal image appears to 
have been based on his stance on 
what might be called symbolic 
issues: “acid, amnesty and abor- 
tion” as they were called in a slur 
on George McGovern. Bread- 
and-butter matters bring out a 
different and troubling side of 
the man. His liberalism seems to 
be that of the intellectual sub- 
urban parlor. He is clearly un- 
comfortable with people and 
with their more mundane prob- 
lems, which the state is in the 
business of ministering to. And 
he is clearly uneasy with the 
whole notion of welfare. What’s 
more, the man who Senate Pre- 
sident Kevin Harrington said 
would be either a great Gover- 
nor or an awful one, has hardly 
ingratiated himself with the le- 
gislative branch. “I think,” says 
Jack Backman, ‘‘he’s heading for 
a terrible fall.”” Perhaps, Cotton 
Mather might add, it will be 
good for him.

special state fund, to protect 
banks from massive foreclosure. 
Bankers are expected to oppose 
such a plan, however, for fear 


that it would set a precedent for’ 


dictating to private finance the 
nature of its investments. Other 
strategies to combat the urban 
mortgage drought take a differ- 
ent tack: using government mon- 
ey to stimulate the mortgage 
market. Boston City Treasurer 
James Young is currently inves- 
tigating the legal restrictions on 
depositing the city’s multi-mil- 
lion dollar pension fund in banks 
that lend in the city. 


“No one really wants to pun- 


ish the banks in some way,” says 
BRA planner Rolf Gertze. ‘No 
one’s asking them to make bad 
investments — just to treat the 
city fairly.” 

Ironically, a renewal of urban 
lending might not be the finan- 
cial calamity many of the bank- 
ing industry see it as: that $3 
million Weymouth housing com- 
plex — the one that attracted 
more of one bank’s money than 
all of the city of Boston — has 
gone bankrupt.

lation by the press and fear of ra- 
cist attacks were reasons for a 
small turnout from Boston’s high 
schools. 

But if it is such a big issue that 
there weren’t enough high school 
students and their parents at the 
demo, then why wasn’t the Phoe- 
nix doing its part in building it? 
Those who do nothing when they 
could have done quite a bit have 
no right to criticize. 

Ah, but this is Boston, the 
Athens of America, and we need 
not worry about all this anyway. 
For we can publish articles on 
“carnivals against segregation” 
in our press, and still also list all 
the upcoming recitals and open- 
ings in the area. What a truly 
pluralistic and democratic envi- 
ronment we have, where all 
things coexist peacefully: e.g., 
racist goon squads and a 
orchestras, racist graffiti and the 
America 200 collection at the 
Fine Arts Museum, segregated 
public schools and integral yoga 
centers. 

And so Mr. Husock warns us 
in his concluding remarks that 


we should not press too hard in ~ 


implementing desegregation 
here because Boston is different 
from the South. After all, he 
states, not all those who are an- 
ti-busing are racists (as if any- 
one said otherwise). The only 
problem is that the issue here is 
not individuals, especially those 
with “good intentions.” Rather, 
the issue at hand is a movement 
against busing which has a ra- 
cist character insofar as it is ac- 
tively opposing the exercise of 
the democratic rights of blacks 
and other minorities to go to 
school to achieve an improved 
education. 

But I’m sure Mr. Husock, 
along with most of his skilled col- 
leagues at the Phoenix, does not 
understand this (as is amply de- 
monstrated in his article, amon 
others). But rather than she 
one last tear for a disappearing 
way of life in this city (as some 
people at the Phoenix were do- 
ing at the height of the racist at- 
tacks last autumn), I hope Mr. 
Husock will have future ‘“par- 
ades” to cover at which he may 
revel in all his critical sophisti- 
cation — perhaps the Easter par- 
ade next year on the Atlantic 
City boardwalk.

treatments in a single year and 
that some children of prepuber- 
tal age were being given ECT.” 
As a result, the Department’s 
regulations sought to provide a 
check on excessive treatments by 
requiring a hospital to obtain the 
written approval of a_ psychi- 
atrist not affiliated with it be- 
fore a patient could be given 
more than 35 treatments in a 
year. Four hospitals, including 
Bournewood and Wiswall, ob- 
tained the required outside ap- 
proval and gave more than 35 
treatments to 40 patients. Ac- 
cording to the report, six pa- 
tients at Wiswall received be- 
tween 50 and 70 treatments. Dr. 
Grosser expressed serious con- 
cern about these figures. “Look,” 


he said during a Phoenix inter- 
view last week, “when you're 
talking more than 35 treat- 
ments, if you’re not better at 35, 
you’re not going to be better at 
50 or more.” 

Concern over the possible 
abuse of ECT stems basically 
from the fact that the medical 
community knows very little 
about it. Exactly how it works 
and why, and its long-term ef- 
fects, are open to professional 
dispute, though an increasingly 
accepted hypothesis is that the 
shocks shake up the electro- 
chemical composition of the 
brain, creating a new chemical 
balance, and that somehow this 
process provides relief from var- 
ious symptoms. It’s not much, 
but that is apparently all there 
is, right now. 

There is even uncertainty 
about the discovery of ECT, 
though Dr. Grosser said it was 
developed in Italy, apparently 


- Now, however, 


by accident, in the 1930s. Before 
that it had been known that 
sending a person into convul- 
sions could yield relief from the 
symptoms of emotiofal illness. 
Convulsions in the early part of 
this century were produced by 
injections of the malaria virus, or 
by an overdose of insulin. If a pa- 
tient did not contract malaria 
and had a convulsion, there was 
a good chance he could be re- 
lieved. In its early usage — be- 
fore the develop nt of muscle- 
relaxing drugs li thorazine fol- 
lowing World Wa: [I — ECT was 
more dangerous than it is today, 
since the convulsions often re- 
sulted in broken bones, espe- 
cially among elderly patients. 
muscle re- 
laxants, plus required full anes- 
thesia, have reduced the dan- 
gers considerably. And Statistic- 
ally, the death rate is said to be 
less than one in every 10,000 
treatments. 


Nevertheless, the amount that 
is not known about ECT makes 
clear why physicians and the 
government are so concerned 
about possible abuse and over- 
use. Here is what Drs. Max Fink 


-and Richard Abrams, co-au- 


thors of the article, “Answers to 
Questions Frequently Asked 
About ECT” (which appeared in 
1972 Seminars. in Psychiatry), 
say about key questions: Brain 
damage? “A definitive answer to 
this question does not exist .. . 
but our consultants do not be- 
lieve that permanent brain dam- 
age results.’’ Prolonged memory 
loss? “Complaints about pro- 
longed memory loss are fre- 
quent. Further study is needed.” 


' Children? “We found very little 


reliable data about the clinical 
utility or adverse effects of ECT 
on .children.” How it works? 
“Each [participating consultant 
physician] indicated that his 
treatments were based on prag- 


matic considerations and that 
theoretical models were not es- 
sential to his practice.” (In other 
words, they didn’t know and 
didn’t care so long as they got re- 
sults.) 

“Look,” said Dr. Grosser, try- 
ing to put the matter in perspec- 
tive, “there are psychiatrists in 
the area who think this is the 
best treatment. And they know 
the hospitals exist which spe- 
cialize in it. So they refer their 
patients there. They’re not really 
putting anything over on their 
patients. They know what 
they’re going to get.” 

This may or may not be true, 
but do the patients know whe- 
ther they need what they’re go- 
ing to get, and do they know how 
they will be affected after get- 
ting what they know they’re go- 
ing to get? It is doubtful, since 
even the doctors obviously don’t 
know. Meanwhile, the shock 
treatments go on.

the FIO system, he learned that 
police were using another form 
for reporting on the character 


and behavior of night club cli- . 


entele, which contained a speci- 
fic category for ‘homosexuals 
(especially those in drag.)” In re- 
sponse to Frank’s written com- 
plaint, the department discon- 
tinued use of that. form, but 
Frank’s other request, for the for- 
mation of a broad-based com- 
mittee to investigate the use and 
possible abuse of FIO’s, was ig- 
nored by the department. 
‘Prostitution in residential 
neighborhoods is a serious prob- 
lem,” said Frank, who has in fact 
asked the police to crack down 
on the practice on The Block. 
“It’s legitimate for the police to 


try to keep prostitutes out of the- 


area, and I recognize that the 
threat of being FIO’d may be an 
effective way to scare people 
away. But that value, in my 


opinion, is greatly outweighed by 


the massive invasion of pri- 
vacy.”” 

Is there any legal protection 
for the victims of such harass- 
ment? Interestingly, the law of 
Massachusetts states quite 
clearly that, though a police offi- 
cer may have every right to stop 
you on the street and ask you 
your business, you, in turn, have 
every right to refuse to answer. 


But this right may be tempered 


somewhat by reality. 

“Legally,” said Natasha Lis- 
man, privacy expert for the Civ- 
il Liberties Union of Massachu- 
setts, “you don’t have to say 
anything at all to a police officer 
who stops you. Even if he ar- 
rests you, you have a right not to 
he questioned without a lawyer 
present.” 


“That’s technically true,” 
confirmed a knowledgable po- 
lice official, ‘but the practical- 
ity of the situation is that if you 
refuse to respond to a cop’s ques- 
tions, he is quite likely to arrest 
you on a charge of being dis- 
orderly.” Gary Hayes, a civilian 
aide to the police commissioner _ 
who has been acting as the de- 
partment’s unofficial liaison 
with the gay community, ad- 
mitted that he is “torn” on the 
issue of FIO’s — torn between 
the understandable desire of po- 
lice to keep every investigative 
tool available to them and the 
privacy problems. “There are a 
number of complex legal issues 
raised here,”’ Hayes said, “and 
somehow they’re going to have to 
be publicly discussed and re- 
solved.” 

Part of that resolution could 
come through a class-action suit 
that Richard Rabino, a Boston 
attorney who specializes in gay 


rights issues, 
against the police department in. 
order to seek an injunction 
against the FIO practice. Ra- 
bino already has two clients will- 
ing to join such a suit and is 
seeking more. 

The two individual cases he is. 
exploring both revolve around 
gay men who charge that they 
were FIO’d in the Boston Public 
Library by police who knew 
them to be homosexuals. One of 
them says the officer who ap- 
proached him had already filled 
out the part of the form dealing 
with the reasons for interroga- 
tion before the man was even ap- 
proached and questioned. 

In response to separate writ- 
ten complaints to the police on 
behalf of each of these clients, 
Rabino claims he received al- 
most identical letters from the 
commissioner’s office saying, in 
effect, 
caught masturbating in the 


men’s room and was lucky he 
was only FIO’d because the pun- 
ishment could have been a lot 
worse. “If they were doing some- 
thing illegal,’ Rabino said, 
“they should have been ar- 
rested.” 

A police official who asked not 
to be identified responded that 
the department has chosen to 
deal with the library situation by 
using FIOs instead of making ar- 
rests because, in order to make 
arrests, the subjects must be 
caught “‘in the act.” And for the 
police to do that, they must risk 
gaining the unpleasant reputa- 
tion of “going around peeking 
through keyholes.” 

It’s a problem without an easy 
answer, to be sure. Still, this ex- 
planation of the library inci- 
dents is tantamount to a police 
admission that FIOs are used for 
purposes of intimidation — de- 
spite the denials from John 
Doyle.

which only shows that Ms., un- 
fortunately, has at least one 
thing in common with other pub- 
lications. Or are we to assume 
that the government is trying to 
destroy the movement by un- 
dermining its syntax? 

If the attacks on Saxe, Alpert 
and Steinem trigger a flurry of 
charges and countercharges 
within the movement, we’re in a 
lot of trouble. There are many 
politieal differences, some of 
them very bitter, among femin- 
ists. If everyone whose lifestyle 
or politics is different from some- 
one else’s is accused of being an 
agent, we’ll end up destroying 
the foundations of the move- 
ment more thoroughly than the 
government ever could. Internal 
paranoia, far more than actual 
agents, has crippled and de- 
stroyed other movements, and 
we have no reason to assume 


that we’re immune to such in- 
fection. 
* * 

How great are the dangers of 
an FBI grand jury witch-hunt in 
any given area is hard to know. 
But everyone in the movement 
should be prepared for the pos- 
sibility. Several publications, in- 
cluding the current Second 
Wave, give detailed accounts of 
FBI harassment, how to deal 
with it, and how a grand jury 
works. And there will be a grand 
jury educational session at the 
Charles Street Meeting House on 
June 7 at 7:30, put together by 
local. lawyers and feminists. 
Meanwhile, a couple of basic tips 
if the FBI calls or visits you. You 
aren’t legally bound to answer 
their questions, and no answer is 
definitely ‘‘harmless.’’ You 
shouldn’t talk to them without 
your lawyer present. If you don’t 
have an attorney you trust, call 
262-3740 and talk to someone at 
the law project at that number. 
Whatever you do, don’t lie to the 
FBI — that is illegal, and you 
can go to jail for it.

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Remember, Red Auerbach Hates Holdouts

I must confess that right up 
until last Friday morning I be- 
longed to that none-too-select 
group of people reasonably con- 
versant with the National Bas- 
kethall Association who were 
absolutely unshaken in their be- 
lief that Charlie Scott’s chances 
of obtaining the hand of Loretta 
Lynn in marriage were infinitely 
superior to those of his ever play- 
ing for the Boston Celtics. 

And now, as we all know, 
Charlie Scott is a Celtic. And, 
alas, Paul Westphal is not. 
Which is not to say that a num- 
ber of people, his coach among 
them, had forgotten in weeks not 
long past that he was one to be- 
gin with. While the Celtics were 
being blitzed by the soon-to-be- 
themselves-blitzed Washington 
Bullets in the NBA’s Eastern 
finals, Westphal spent most of 
the time collecting splinters 
between Phil Hankinson and 
Jimmy Ard, while Tommy Hein- 
sohn apparently saw the occa- 
sion as a splendid way to pre- 
pare John Havlicek for the en- 
durance contest in next year’s 
Superstars competition. 

In any case, in the ensuant 
week, I have, I swear, been asked 
at least a hundred times, ‘“‘What 


do you think of the trade?” The 
questioner invariably adds his 
own estimate, usually “I think it 
stinks,” before waiting for a rep- 
ly. Well, I am scarcely in a posi- 
tion to call it suppid — yet — 
but I certainly find it stupe- 
fving. Utterly bewildering. 
Nonetheless, I find myself even 
more incredulous in the face of 
the reaction from the majority of 
the local media, particularly in 
parroting the rationale voiced by 
Heinsohn and the infallible Mr. 
Auerbach in announcing the 
transaction. (Westphal and two. 
second-round picks for Scott.) 

The consensus appears to be 
that wily Old Red has gone and 
done it again, to wit: Tommy 
Heinsohn’s oft-echoed “‘We got 
two all-star players for one 
seventh man.” 

The 1972 acquisition of Paul 
Silas has, of course, in these 
parts been widely hailed for 
three years as. a triumph of 
Machiavellian brilliance on the 
part of the General Manager. In 
case you've forgotten the intri- 
cate maneuverings involved in 
that one, Auerbach cleverly se- 
lected Scott in the ’70 NBA 
draft, forearmed with the 
knowledge that he had already 
signed with the Carolina Cou-

gars of the other league. When 
Scott jumped back to the NBA 
with Phoenix, the Suns were re- 
quired to compensate the Cel- 
tics, who owned his NBA rights, 


and Auerbach got Silas. 

All right. So Red Auerbach got 
the credit for obtaining a player 
the Celtics clearly needed — Si- 
las — for one whom he admitted 


(at the time) the Celtics “Most 
certainly were not” interested in 
— Scott. That, of course, came 
at a time when Scott’s going to 
Phoenix was already a fait ac- 
compli. But the key to the whole 
deal was picking the bird in the 
bush — Scott — and what was 
there to lose? Couldn’t Redd 
Foxx, or even Tommy Hein- 
sohn, have had the foresight to 
draft Scott on the seventh round 
— or, more specifically, when 
was the last time a seventh- 
round draft choice stuck with the 
Celtics for as much as one 
season, anyway? 

But if the acquisition of Scott 
was a shocker — and possibly 
only a deal for Pete Maravich 
could have surprised anyone 
more — the banishment of West- 


' phal was clearly less so. Besides 


the disfavor into which he fell 
when he and Don Chaney both 


ry held out and failed to report to 
Buzzard’s Bay last September 
(this is a privilege traditionally 


extended only to Celtics with 
Czechoslovakian last names), 
there was a long-standing per- 
sonality difference between 
Westphal and Heinsohn. Not, 
mind you, anything verbal or 
back-biting, as in the case of Ar-

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A ‘Crackpot’ May Be the Hub’s Best Athlete

We jogged silently around Ja- 
maica Pond in the early morn- 
ing sunlight, past old men read- 
ing newspapers, past wary dogs 
and dedicated fishermen, barely 
ahead of the heat of the day. 

Bill Rodgers ran easily beside 
me despite a pulled calf muscle 
suffered a few days before. He 
carried the keys to his basement 
apartment on Beaufort Road in 
Jamaica Plain, much as he had 
carried his pair of gloves while 
winning the Boston Marathon a 
month before. He stopped once 
to tie his shoe, just as he had on 
Patriots Day at the top of Heart- 
break Hill. Twice he slowed to a 
walk, just as he had walked in- 
termittently in travelling over 
the world’s most famous 26-mile 
course faster than any Americ- 
an had ever done before. 

There were no lines of crowds 
on this morning for Bill (his 
name was never “Will’’) Rod- 
gers, no one offering refresh- 
ment, no shouted words of en- 
couragement or smatters of ap- 
plause. This was just one of the 
360 or so mornings a year that 
the winner of the Boston Mara- 
thon runs when he isn’t winning 
the Boston Marathon; this was 
where Bill Rodgers really won 
the Boston Marathon. 


“Hardly- anyone ever recog- 
nizes me,” he said. ‘‘Oh, some of 


the joggers maybe. But mostly - 


people look at me with the same 
kind of grin they give every jog- 
ger. They’re thinking, ‘Look at 
the crackpot.’ ” 

He had not run the day before 
because of the pulled muscle. 
“One day and it was like cold 
turkey,” he said. “Let’s face it, 
I’m a junkie when it comes to 
running.” He says that in the 
last year he has become plainly 
fanatical in his devotion to the 
running, that he can only re- 
member one time, last Decem- 
ber, when he took more than one 
day off. That time he took two 
days off. ““But I wouldn’t call it 
an obsession,”’ he says. “I’m able 
to keep it in perspective. I mean, 
I don’t bust my rear end every 
time I work out.” 

It still is a marvelous surprise 
to him that he actually won the 
Marathon. He had expected to 
run well but not to win. The year 
before, he had finished 14th af- 
ter running fourth most of the 
race, and he approached this 
year’s race confident that he 
could finish in the top 10, pos- 
sibly even run a time around 
2::12. He was not thinking of a 
2::09:35 time, almost a minute 
faster than the previous record, 


the fifth fastest time that any- 
one had ever run before for any 
marathon. 

“TI feel that a runner reaches 
peaks, new levels of condition- 
ing,” he explains. “And I felt 
that I had reached a new peak 
three weeks before Boston.” The 
sign of this came at the prestigi- 
ous marathon in Rabat, Moroc- 
co on March 16, when Rodgers 
finished third, behind Scot- 
land’s Ian Stewart and Spain’s 
Maraiano Haro. ‘For the first 
time,” he says, “I felt I could run 


well in Boston.” 


He slept well the night before 
the race, ate a breakfast of pan- 
cakes the next morning (for some 
reason, we must always know 
what the winner of the Boston 
Marathon ate for breakfast. All 
it would take is one winner’s say- 
ing, “‘Well, I just popped a cou- 
ple of bennies,” and the ques- 
tion would die a natural death). 
After breakfast, he walked out- 
side and fell in love with the day. 
The temperature was little more 
than 50 degrees and the wind 
was blowing in from the west. 
The wind at a long-distance run- 
ner’s back is a little piece of hea- 
ven. 

“TI got out to Hopkinton and I 
did the same thing I do every 
year,” he recalls. watched ev- 


erybody. The whole show never 
ceases to blow my mind. I kept 
thinking, ‘Here I am at the Bos- 
ton Marathon again.’ I don’t 
think that sense of awe will ever 
diminish for me. I couldn’t be- 
lieve that Ron Hill [famed Eng- 
lish marathoner] was in the race. 
I'd never run with him before. 
And then there were all the Af- 
rican runners, and they just 
knock me out.” 

He had no precise plan for the 
race, for a plan is no weapon 
against the Marathon. He simp- 
ly intended to stay close to the 
lead in the early part of the race, 
as he always does. “I pull myself 
out at the start,’’ he says. 
“That’s my thing.” For the first 
10 miles, he ran behind Canadi- 
an Jerome Drayton and a Mexi- 
can named Kuezas. Around the 
10-mile mark, he decided to 
move. 

“IT caught up with them’ grad- 
ually, didn’t rush myself,” he 
says. “But I felt good as I went 
by them, strong. I love that mo- 
ment when you pass someone, 
take the lead. It’s such a rush of 
power and ego. For that mo- 
ment, it’s just man against man. 
When I’m side by side with a 
man like that, there’s not a run- 
ner in the world I’m impressed 
by. It’s just me and him and I’m 


going to do my best to beat him 
and he knows it. When I went by 
Drayton, it was a tremendous 
psychological elevation for me.” 

He pushed himself hard from 
the time he took the lead until 
the 17-mile mark. By then, 
Drayton was sitting on a curb in 
Cleveland Circle and Kuezas 
had dropped back and Bill Rod- 
gers was running against him- 
self and history. At the top of 
Heartbreak Hill he stopped to tie 
his shoe and walk for a moment, 
and Jock Semple had a minor 
coronary. It was here that Jock 
jumped out of the bus and 
screamed in no uncertain Scot- 
tish terms that Bill Rodgers was 
running right with the record for 
the Boston Marathon. 

“All I kept thinking the last 
few miles was how horrible it 
would be if someone passed me,” 
he says. “And I really didn’t 


‘know how much of a lead I had. 


You know, the crowd narrows be- 
hind you and you really can’t 
see. It was only towards the end, 
when I realized I was winning, 
that I realized how badly I want- 
ed to win. As I got closer to the 
finish, I knew that second would 
not satisfy me. I knew that sec- 

ond would really piss me off.” 
But no one was to catch Bill

tie Williams a year earlier, but 
suffice it to say that the coach 
and Number 44 did not share 
many seats on airplanes. For his 
part, Westphal was about as sur- 
prised as a man who has just 
purchased a new home in the 
city of his employment can be, 
though he could hardly have 


been prepared for the thinly dis- 
guised bad-mouthing he got 
from the Celtics, echoed in turn 
by the local media. 

Suddenly Westphal, the Cel- 
tic who exemplified the ‘hope of 
the future,” who had been uni- 
versally conceded the departing 
Chaney’s starting guard spot for 
next year, was being dismissed 
as a “seventh man.” Had he 
been in town — he was in Rio at 
the NBA Players’ Association 
meetings — he could have learn- 
ed through the papers and heard 


on the airwaves that he was a 
“defensive liability’ (Charlie 
Scott has, in the meantime, been 
transformed into a “super all- 
around player,” to say nothing of 
a Bill Russell of the backcourt), 
that he is “‘thick-legged,”’ that he 
“would never have been able to 
fully fit into the fast-break of- 
fense,”’ and that: he “had prob- 
ably reached his potential.” 
“Two all-star players for a 
seventh man?” Well, consider 
this before sending a congrat- 
ulatory telegram to Causeway

Street in celebration of the latest 
Auerbach Steal: 

The roots of the syllogism go 
back to the off-season last year 
when Westphal and Chaney 
both held out. Now, this wasn’t 
your Koufax-Drysdale double- 
team, package deal holdout, but 
it is crucial to understand just 
how truly inseparably the two 
situations were tied. It is equally 
crucial to recognize how very 
much Arnold Auerbach, the 
paterfamilias of the clan, dis- 
likes it when his players hold 
out. Westphal and Chaney were 
not playing one off against the 
other, but it had that effect. It is 
probable that Auerbach could 
have handled a holdout by either 
one or the other; that he could 
not deal with both is illustrated 
by the simple fact that, in the 
end, he lost Chaney. 

In other words, as pretty as 
that “two all-star players for a 
seventh man”’ looks in print, un- 
der closer ‘scrutiny it simply 
doesn’t hold up. Given that the 
Suns gave Silas to Boston — al- 
beit most grudgingly — in ex- 
change for the rights to a player 


‘| whom the Celtics, at the time, 


could not sign and by their own 
admission did not want, it looks 
more like this: 

Paul Westphal and Don 
Chaney and a 1975 second-round 
pick and a 1976 second-round 
pick, all for Charlie Scott. 

Not even were Phoenix to 
throw in the negotiating rights'to 
the Archangel Gabriel would 
that one look shrewd . . . 

And while it remains very 
possible that yet another trade 
may be forthcoming — the Cel- 
tics are undoubtedly aware that 
it will be necessary to throw a 
stopper into a game now and 
then when someone starts eating 
Scott alive — at least one per- 
son exists in the Boston area 
whose spirits were buoyed by the 
deal. Terry Driscoll, formerly of 
Boston College, was quietly sign- 
ed by the Celtics while the play- 
offs were still in progress. 


Assuming that the Celtics 
keep their first-round choice to 
replace Chaney’s position on the 
roster, the situation at this point 
would stack up as a three-way 
‘dogfight among Driscoll, Phil 
Hankinson, and Jimmy Ard for 
the remaining spot. And, notes 
Driscoll, who has at the age of 27 
already become an ex-Piston, ex- 
Bullet, ex-Buck and ex-Spirit of 
St. Louis, for a player of mar- 
ginal ability ‘in this game it 
never hurts to be big and white.” 

* + * 

Meanwhile, the Milwaukee 
Bucks, who had already con- 
founded all predictions by re- 
taining both coach Larry Cos- 
tello and general manager 
Wayne Embry (the two had fig- 
ured to be parlayed as an entry 
onto the street following the dis- 
astrous collapse of the team this 
vear) have invited Russell Lee 
(who suffered the double ig- 
nominy of being traded for Steve 
Kuberski and cut by the New 
Orleans Jazz in a single calen- 
dar month) back for next season. 

The Bucks have also, for no 
stated reason, not invited trainer 
Billy Bates back-for next season, 
marking, apparently, the sec- 
ond time in recent years Bates 
has been the victim of bureau- 
cratic in-fighting around the 
front office. (When he wasn’t 
allowed to fire John Mazur after 
the 1971 season, Patriots gen- 
eral manager Upton Bell retal- 
iated by dismissing Bates, then 
the Pats’ trainer, and PR direc- 
tor Jack Nicholson.) Specu- 
lation has it now that Bates, one 
of the most popular and widely 
respected trainers in sports, 
could be in line for a job locally, 
perhaps even with the Celtics, 
whose current trainer, Frank 
Challant, was recommended for 
the job by Bates in the first 
place. 

Why change trainers? The 
logic is simple. 

When the World Champions 
don’t reach the playoff finals, 
somebody has to go....

Rodgers. He was inches from 
scaling the Mount Everest of his 
sport, and he was not about to 
slip. Just once in a lifetime . 

“All of a sudden I only had 100 
yards to go,” he says, “and I 
knew that nothing could pre- 
vent me from winning. Nothing. 
Even if my legs cramped I could 
hobble across the line and still 
win.” 

He remembers he thought of 
‘“‘Amby,”’ Ambrose Burfoot, as 
he crossed the finish line. Bur- 
foot is the former Boston Mara- 
thon winner who roomed with 
Rodgers when both were at Wes- 
leyan College in 1968 and con- 
vinced Rodgers to dedicate him- 
self to long-distance running. 
Wesleyan should put a little 
plaque up outside the room they 
shared in Hamilton Hall saying 
“The Boston Marathon Slept 
Here.” It has got to be the only 
college dormitory room in the 
world to produce two Marathon 
winners. “Amby gave me more 
information about the sport than 
anybody,” Rodgers states. 

Rodgers was born in Newing- 
ton, Conn., went to high school 
there, and ran track and ‘cross 
country. The first competitive 
race he can remember was a 
Newington Parks and Recrea- 
tion track meet when he was 16. 
He won the mile that day, and 
his time was 5:20. “I could never 
hit a baseball worth a damn,” he 
grins. ‘‘But I always could run.” 
At Wesleyan, he ran three road 
races that he can remember — 
but was more concerned with 
“drinking and smoking and stuff 
like that. I’d run five miles in the 
morning, then go and buy a pint 
and a pack of cigarettes and ruin 
it all.” 

Upon graduation from Wes- 
leyan he applied for, and was 
granted, conscientious objector 
status. He went to work.as an es- 
cort at Peter Bent Brigham Hos- 
pital, one of the jobs at which 
COs can work. After 18 months 
he was fired. It was at this time, 
out of work and living in a large 


city for the first time, that Rod- 


gers turned to’ running, as both 


vocation and release. He even- 


tually attended. the-Beston Col- 


lege Graduate School of Educa- 
tion, and is now two courses 
away from his master’s in speci- 
al education. 

His life has not changed much 
in the last month, he feels. Race 
promoters covet his presence 
now and are a little less miserly 
with expenses. He addresses 
high school track teams, and has 
been interviewed and re-inter- 
viewed by all forms of media. 
But that is all. No panty-hose 
commercials, no $3.7 million 
contract, nothing. Just the grins 
that say “‘Crackpot.”’ 

There are more pressures on 
him than ever before, he admits 
ruefully. He wants to better his 
time in the marathon and is 
working on the new level of con- 
ditioning that he feels will en- 
able him to achieve that goal. 
‘‘But who knows?” he muses. 
‘*‘Maybe I’ve gone as far as I can 
go. Maybe it’s all a downhill 
slope from here. That’s a scary 
thought.” He will run his next 
Marathon in Fuokuoa, Japan in 
December, then wait to see how 
the US Olympic Committee will 
set up qualifying for the °76 
Olympics in Montreal. “I want 
very badly to make the Olympic 
team,” he says. “‘Even if I don’t 
do anything but qualify, it would 
relieve a lot of tension for me. 
Shoot, if I don’t qualify, I might 
go back to cigarettes.” 


He will not go back to smok- 
ing cigarettes. It would destroy 
all the good things he has work- 
ed for. He has given too much of 
himself to the trail around Ja- 
maica Pond. There he runs each 
morning, blond hair lifting 
slightly in the breeze, the dark 
blue eyes clear and bright in 
their own way, the 5’8” frame 
moving freely, with grace and 
style. It is a personal, joyful rite, 
one hidden in Rodgers’s own an- 
onymity. In many ways he is the 
finest athlete in this town, and 
no one knows who he is. 

But Bill Rodgers himself 
knows. He, of course, and those 
who smile and think, ‘“Crack- 
pot.”

Cogito Ergo Fish 


The Phoenix risks its credibility when it 
prints such misinformation as that con- 
tained in Gil Peters’s “Smooth Surfishing 
in the Salty Sea’ (May 27). 

Forgiving, barely, the ‘‘misspelling” 
and triple redundancy in the title, con- 
sider, for a starter, the author’s 
recommendation of a “rod with a wide 
base.” In 25 years of fishing I have never 
seen a rod with a base, let alone a wide 
one. A butt, yes, I’ve seen a few of those. 
Even a seat reel or two. And a foregrip and 
a tip top. But never a base. Already we 
know the writer’s in over his chest waders. 

Next, we’re told the one-piece rod is 
cheaper, yet has better action, than the 
two-piece rod. Wrong. The one-piece rod 
is more expensive, and for a good reason: 
most are custom-made. The author calls 
the two-peice rod joints “ferrels.”” That’s 
ferrules. 

“Old salts,” the author writes, “still 
swear by the huge Surfmaster [sic], while 
younger salts [sic] favor the spinning reel 
(which costs more and casts a slightly 
shorter distance).” Wrong wrong wrong. 
With reels of equal quality, the conven- 
tional reel will cost more than the spin- 
ning reel. And it is the rod, not the reel, 
that determines how far one can cast. 
With an identical rod, a fisherman using a 
spinning reel will usually cast farther 
than he can with a conventional, 

revolving-spool reel. The author describes 
conventional reels as “‘open-spool.”” This 
is not only inaccurate but meaningless, 


since most salt-water reels are “open.” A 
conventional reel has a revolving spool; a 
spinning reel has a fixed spool. 


The author implies that what monofila- - 


ment line is is clear. He says to use “ 

at least 200 yards of monofilament (clear) 
line.” Some monofilament is, indeed, 
clear. It is also brown, yellow, green, blue 
and combinations of these colors. But 
what monofilament is is a single-strand 
synthetic fiber, as opposed to a braided 
line. The clue is in the prefix, mono. Is 
that clear? Casting lies upon the water? 


Still on the subject of line, the writer 
says that fish weighing more than 20 
pounds can be caught on 20-pound-test 
line “with patience rather than muscle,” 
suggesting that catches of this nature are 
unusual or difficult. The opposite is true. 
The testing strength of line has more to do 
with the type of water fished and lures or 
bait used than with the size of the fish 


_ sought. Bluefin tuna weighing more than 


500 pounds are regularly caught on line 
testing 130 or even 80 pounds. Those 
Goucester fishermen the author mentions 
catch 20-, 30- and 40-pound striped bass 
on lines testing well below 20 pounds. 
That’s how it’s done. “Muscle” is best 
saved for casting. 


I challenge any neophyte angler to obey 
the following instructions and not fall 
overboard: ‘‘A swivel clip, which keeps 
the line straight as the hook turns, should 
be tied on firmly. The hook and weight 
are attached to the clip, which is then 
bent to avoid an untimely opening.” 


Taking last things first, if you bend the 
clip, it will break and you will have un- 
timely openings all over the place. But 
let’s call it by its proper name, swivel 
.snap, and then say that the swivel keeps 


the line from twisting as the lure or bait- 


revolves in the water. The line is usually 
“straight”’ unless the fisherman is swim- 
ming in circles, as the author appears to 
he doing. 


The hook can be attached to the swivel 
by way of the snap, but not the sinker. 
om sinker is attached above or below the 

ait. 

About sinkers themselves, the author 
suggests what weights to use, but doesn’t 
say why. It is the distance one needs to 
cast and the current of the water that 
determine the weight of the sinker. The 
author is correct when he says the 
pyramid sinker holds best on sandy bot- 
toms. But then he recommends “barrel- 
shaped”’ sinkers for rocky bottoms. He 
means bank sinkers, or maybe egg 
sinkers. Barrel sinkers? They’re in the 
same boat with rod bases. 

It is not until near the end of the article, 
when the author discusses the use of the 
fishing reel drag, that we know for certain 
what until then we have only suspected: 
the writer is an actor and has never been 
fishing in his life. Here’s the clinker, or 
sinker: “Open the bail and let out some 
line so that the fish can tire himself.” 

You might as well tell a driving student 
that the fastest way to bring a car to a halt 
is to jump out. 

The bail of a spinning reel is open only 
during casting and certain live-bait 
fishing. A properly adjusted-drag will let a 
fish pull line from the reel without snap- 
ping the line. That’s what a drag does. 
Opening the bail while fighting a fish 
makes as much sense as opening your 
parachute before jumping from a plane. It 


just isn’t done.

West-ward Ho, with California Screamin’

Most screen versions of reputable 
literary works are merely translations; 
relatively few can legitimately be con- 
sidered adaptations, however loosely that 
term is usually bandied about. To adapt a 
famous book is to modify it purposefully, 
something scenarists and directors are 
often too hesitant and unimaginative to 
attempt, their trepidation in direct 
proportion to the reverence in which the 
work is generally held. And reverence — 
as countless cinematic embalmings of the 
classics will attest — is the arch-enemy of 
essential (as opposed to peripheral) ac- 
curacy. But The Day of the Locust is an 
extremely accurate adaptation, which is 
to say that John Schlesinger, the director, 
and screenwriter Waldo Salt have 
tampered with the original in an astute, 
inventive and generally successful way. 

_An intelligent film adaptation of a 
novel necessitates creating an entirely 
new language in which the story can be 
told, a language that is wholly indepen- 
dent of words — although films of course 
employ them. (It is their formulation of 
original, wordless cinematic vocabularies 
that places Bergman, Antonioni, Dreyer 
and Bresson among the most literary of 
filmmakers.) Doing this well means tak- 
ing fully into account those atrributes 
that differentiate film from literature: 
film is better suited to description than to 
analysis, is external rather than internal, 
is more immediate than prose yet also 
more opaque. So literary properties, when 
translated too faithfully, are invariably 
distorted unless allowances for the change 
of medium are made through some means 
less clumsy than a barrage of voice-overs. 
What’s best about this screen Locust is 
the understanding of film’s innate 
strengths and weaknesses it demonstrates 
by trying to accentuate, ride along with or 
compensate for them. 

The fact that none of the filmmakers 
holds Nathanael West’s novel in undue 
awe is partly what enabled them to adapt 
it in the first place. Waldo Salt, when 
questioned during a recent stopover here 
as to how a big Hollywood studio 
(Paramount) ever sanctioned the making 
of such an ostensibly anti-Hollywood 
movie, let out a bemused chortle. Think 
about the book, he said, and you'll see 
how superficial its iconoclasm really is, 
how few of Hollywood’s (or anyone else’s) 
basic assumptions it genuinely 
challenges. Salt also observed that he

considered Locust a good book rather 


than a great one, as William Atherton, 
who plays Tod Hackett in the movie, 
nodded in agreement. Atherton seemed 
particularly familiar with the difficulties 
inherent in this adaptation, since the 
character of Tod is the most self- 
contradictory and disingenuous aspect of 
the novel. As Salt explained it, “Tod is 
West at 40 [more or less — actually, West 
was 37 when he died] trying to write about 
himself at 25.” 

Tod is an artist and Yale man who has 
been spirited off to Hollywood by a talent 
scout and who spends the duration of the 
novel affecting an artist’s distance from, 
yet curiosity about, all he surveys. His 
aloofness is as understandable as it is 
transparent, since the tableau into which 
he has wandered is so singularly — and 
transfixingly — grotesque: among the

novel’s principals are Faye Greener, an 
aspiring actress and an accomplished 
tease; Harry Greener, her con-man father; 
Homer Simpson, a near-catatonic, trans- 
planted Midwesterner whom Faye de- 
scribes as “strictly homecooking”; Abe 
Kusich, a pugnacious dwarf; and the 
countless anonymous specters who in 
some ways constitute the backbone of the 
book. Most provide a reasonably amusing 
form of local color: “The fat lady in the 
yachting cap was going shopping, not 
boating; the man in the Norfolk jacket 
and Tyrolean hat was returning, not from 
a mountain, but from an insurance of- 
fice.”’ But “scattered among these mas- 
querades were people of a different type. 
Their clothing was somber and badly cut, 
bought from mail-order houses. While the 
others moved rapidly, darting into stores 
and cocktail bars, they loitered on the cor- 


ners or stood with their backs to the shop 


windows and stared at everyone who pass- 
ed. When their stare was returned, their 
eyes filled with hatred. At this time Tod 
knew very little about them except that 
they had come to California to die.” 
This last group propels the novel in a 
way that is only vaguely defined by a 
description of one of Tod’s projects: “Abe 
was an important figure in a set of 
lithographs called ‘The Dancers’ on which 
‘Tod was working. He was one of the 
dancers. Faye Greener was another and 
her father, Harry, still another. They 
changed with each plate, but the group of 
uneasy people who formed their audience 
remained the same. They stood staring at 
the performers in just the way that they 
stared at the masqueraders on Vine 
Street. It was their stare that drove Abe 
and the others to spin crazily and leap 
into the air with twisted backs like hooked 
trout.” 

The film squanders this catalyzing 
bitterness, -however (much as Jack 
Clayton’s The Great Gatsby lost the reck-’ 
lessness the minor characters of that 
novel provided), thanks to John Schles- 
inger’s incorrigible weakness for gimmicks 
and excessive background activity. 
Schlesinger calls far too much attention 
to these subsidiary people — just as he 
did to the kinetic statuary in Sunday, 
Bloody Sunday — without making any 
meaningful use of them. Some look sad, 
others annoyed, but all of them stare un- 
blinkingly at the principals, whose very 
nightmarishness should stem from the 
fact that they are just like everyone else in 
this perverse, honky-tonk enclave and 
hence don’t warrant such scrutiny. The 
extras here serve as ends in themselves in- 
stead of playing their crucial part in the 
overall scheme; in one particularly point- 
less trick shot, Schlesinger has some of 
them magically materialize on a bus stop 
bench as traffic whizzes by. 

Still, Schlesinger and Salt’s sound de- 
cisions far outweigh the ill-advised ones. 
Their insight into the novel’s brand of 
horror is invaluable, since they recog- 
nized the deceptiveness of the book’s most 
famous passage: “It is hard to laugh at the 
need for beauty and romance, no matter 
how tasteless, even horrible, the results of 
that need are. But it is easy to sigh. Few 
things are sadder than the truly mon- 
strous.”” This moment of false compas- 
sion comes early, at the end of the very 
first chapter, and serves as something of a 
disclaimer for the harsh, dehumanizing 
ironies that — unmitigated by any addi- 
tional sympathy — will follow. However 
thoroughly this passage colors the book, it 
could not have been adequately reform- 
ulated in cinematic terms, so Schlesinger 
and Salt chose to graduate the ugliness. 
They begin with what look like the mak- 
ings of a conventional period love story, 
employing only occasional traces of the 
novel’s severity, and take more than two 
hours to tease their audience’s expec- 
tations towards a stylistic denouement: it 
is only during the cockfight sequence,

He is not aided in these ef- 
forts by James Ivory’s direction, 
which has the characters deliv- 
ering their lines to the camera, 
not each other. This, along with 
the film’s cluttered sets, soft fo- 
cus, and laughable narrative 
structure, helps make the whole 
thing unintelligible. 

Why was The Wild Party 
made? Not to tell the Fatty Ar- 
buckle story, since it is inac- 
curate.

Not to ren- 
der the decadence of the time, 
for the camera work is unin- 
spired and the naughtiness naive. 
Perhaps just to make a little 
money for everyone involved. 
But the picture died, and now 
the party’s over. It closed at the 
Saxon after just five days.

The Eiger Sanction is a lazy 
movie; like the bestseller on 
which it is based, it takes the 
easy road towards character- 
ization and plot, pandering to 
the audience’s expectations of 
what a spy thriller should be. 
Perhaps we can accept a college 
art professor who moonlights as 
an assassin, or even that he looks 
like Clint Eastwood and is a 
mountain climber. But there is 
nothing interesting about this 
tedious spy organization, neither 
the goon intermediaries who ex- 
ist merely to be beaten up nor 
the standard freak mastermind, 
whose idiosyncracies and dis- 
abilities (he is an albino sensi- 
tive to cold and terrified of 
germs) seem thrown in to help us 
differentiate Eiger’s Urassis 
Dragon from James Bond’s 
Blofeld. 

The dialogue, much of it taken 
from the book, is obvious and 
corny. The characters are either 
stereotypically likable and frank 
good guys, or straw men set up 
for withering put-downs from 
either Eastwood or George Ken- 
nedy. Eastwood, even more ir- 
resistible to women than he was 
in Magnum Force, directs a 
steady stream of cynicism to- 
wards pushy young co-eds, 
mountaineering guides, anyone 
who happens to be around. Some 
characters appear for only sec- 
onds; they just walk on camera, 
beg for a squelch and disappear. 
Others hang around for hours, 
feeding Eastwood one-liners. As 
a gay spy and killer, Jack Cas- 
sidy is too screamingly blatant 
and objectionable for words. His 
obnoxious lap dog is named 
Faggot. 

Eastwood fares better than the 
other actors only because we do 
not expect him to behave like a 
normal human being. But he is 
such a comic book creation that 
this material is at once too im- 
plausible and too mundane for 
him — implausible in its little 
boy’s fantasy world of good guys 
and bad, and mundane in East- 
wood’s directorial execution. 

George Kennedy has a couple 
of good lines and Vonetta Mc- 
Gee looks beautiful as the sole 
acceptable lover. Some of the 
mountain climbing sequences, 
especially when Clint and 
George are tackling a chimney 
butte in Arizona, are lavishly 
photographed. This is not a good 
spy picture, but it is fair-to- 
middling on mountain climbing.

Working the classical music 
vineyard is a chancy and de- 
manding schlep for the free- 
lancer. There are various kinds 
of gigs available at a scale lower 
than the BSO’s. It is not, how- 
ever, a simple matter of supply 
and demand, of skills best 
matched to challenges. Life 
doesn’t work that way in the mu- 
sic business, either. 

Suppose that Conductor X, 
who leads a new-music group, is 
intent upon performing avant- 
garde Composer Y’s Inertia for 
Eleven Players, Mostly Sullen. 
To this end, he makes a tele- 
phone call to Player-Contractor 
Z and specifies his needs: one

Signaled by the personnel man- 
ager, the concertmaster rises — 
it is exactly three minutes after 
the five-minute call, for legality 
is being strictly maintained — 
and tuning commences. The 
concertmaster sits down, tuning 
is concluded. The orchestra re- 
mains silent for the arrival of the 
conductor, aware that, for the 
purposes of calculating over- 
time payments, a concert shall 
be construed to end at the con- 
clusion of the last note played. 
Moreover, those players called 
on to play an extra instrument 
recall specifically that, in ad- 
dition to their weekly salaries, 50 
percent of the minimum weekly 
will be due them. It has been an 
especially busy week, and the 
contract is coming to life: clar- 
inetists are doubling on bass 
clarinet, oboists are playing Eng- 
lish horns, and bassoonists are 
manning their rubber duckies 
(thanks to the Sesame Street 
number), as per Paragraph 10.

These vignettes may help to 
indicate the range of activities to 
which Boston’s professional mu- 
sicians aspire, or are reduced. 
The freelance musicians, that is. 
Although the single umbrella of 
Local 9-535, American Feder- 


business is to, know such play- 
ers, their capacities, their avail- 
ability. In return, he is paid an 
amount equivalent to 25 percent 
of the fees of all the performers 
for the concert. In New York Ci- 
ty, that fabled land of the well- 
paid freelancer, scale is indeed 
higher, but a contractor, for his 
efforts, gets only an extra side- 
man’s fee. The smaller pool of 
players in Boston makes for a 
situation where people know 
each other, but not exactly in a 
spirit of camaraderie. Little em- 
pires get established. 

Let us say that above-Con- 
tractor Z is regularly consulted 
by a number of organizations 
when they need instrumental- 
ists; also that Contractor Z likes 
to have certain ‘‘compatible” 
players around him. One real-life 
Boston conductor, not to be con- 
fused with our hypothetical Con- 
ductor X, has spoken of the dif- 
ficulties of “getting at”’ the play- 
ers he wants. If there is a con- 
cept of fealty at work here, it is 
informal, and on that account 
the more difficult to deal with. It 
may conceivably happen that 
Player-Contractor Z has the 
string player’s equivalent of a 
nervous stutter and is therefore 
a far-from-ideal ensemble mu- 
sician. The player who depends 
on Contractor Z for a good part 
of his livelihood is not likely to 
complain of this too loudly. 

Next, imagine another player- 
contractor, one whose judgment 
has more or at least different 
standing with certain organ- 
izations. He may or may not be 


free with such advice as: ‘‘Well,. 


Sam is your man for Franz Le- 
har but Baroque-style Sally 
knows better.” 

These two contractors will not 
be the best of friends. 

A complication: Contractor Z 
has easy access to legal advice, 


during a specified period of time 


before the engagement, and one 


had better pray for the best. It 
didn’t work this time. 

Sarah goes ahead with her pro- 
duction of Donna Diana, but 
even so, violists and harpists — 


not the original choices — have 
-been found from the lists. (And 


these are some lists, with Arthur 
Fiedler and Sarah Caldwell her- 
self entered under “‘viola,” Joan 
C. Baez under “guitar.’’) It is 
stressed that vacancies cannot 
legally be filled by calling up an- 
other local, arranging to pay 
scale, cost of transportation, etc. 
No suh. 

Inertia for Eleven Players, 
Mostly Sullen gets performed 
nonetheless, as does Donna Di- 
ana. There is a sullenness about 
the former that is beyond the 
least-wild dreams of avant-garde 
Composer Y. He feels his music 
has been falsified. Conductor X 
agrees, adding that he, of course, 
cannot be held responsible. At 
the opera, everybody goes wild 
over the return of veteran sop- 
rano Annelies Kupper. Five or 
six thousand dollars has mater- 


“For all regular recording ses- 
sions every Player shall be guar- 
anteed a two-hour session 
whether or not his services are 
required ....

The ironic thing is that the 
BSO came late — the 1940s — to 


unionization. The “rebuilding” 


of the Orchestra that Pierre 
Monteux undertook after WWI 
consisted in part of seeing that 
“agitation” was kept to a min- 
imum. A French military band 
on tour in this country found it- 
self heavily drawn upon to staff a 
divided and depleted ensemble. 

And now an imposing edifice 
of stipulations makes it impos- 


‘sible that a musician should ever 


be treated as a servant, as an un- 
questioning agent of a conduct- 
or’s will. As to what else it makes 
impossible, or at least highly dif- 
ficult . 

Among the ongoing issues of 
negotiation between the BSO 
management and players is the 
question of recording sessions by 
a chamber orchestra. It obvious- 
ly doesn’t make sense, and cer- 
tainly it doesn’t make money, if, 
for the recording of a work re- 
quiring 25 players, four times 
that many have to be paid.

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Cooke-ing with Womack,

In a recent interview, an exas- 
perated Bobby Womack re- 
sponded to yet another com- 
parison to Sam Cooke: “People 
say I sound like Sam ... I’ve 
heard it for 10 years. When I first 
started they said I was copying 
Sam. Pretty soon those same 
people were saying, ‘Damn if this 
cat isn’t writing new material 
that still sounds like Sam!’ They 
talk about me having a Sam 
Cooke flavor. I just say, ‘Hey, 
have you ever thought that Sam 
Cooke might have had my flav- 
or? He just got over with it first.’ 
You listen to that old stuff like 
“You Send Me.’ When he died he 
wasn’t singing like that.” 

It’s an audacious statement 
coming from a man who, along 
with a group of Womack bro- 
thers known as the Valentinos, 
was plucked out of Cleveland’s 
Hough area 15 years ago by Sam 
Cooke — and it’s not altogether 
unfounded. But like many things 
surrounding Womack, it aspires 
to a greatness only occasionally 
hinted at in his music. Bobby 
Womack has always talked a 
better game than he’s played. 

Nevertheless, Womack is a 
seminal figure in modern soul 
music, a man whose career 
threads through associations 
with Cooke (as guitarist, friend 
and singer) and Wilson Pickett 
(as session guitarist and author 
of “I’m in Love” and “Midnight 
Mover’’), to his own standing as 
one of the music’s premier vo- 
calists. 

After Sam’s death Womack 
briefly pursued a solo singing ca- 
reer, but without Cooke’s guid- 
ance (and, perhaps, inspiration) 
Bobby floundered and was forc- 
ed to turn to session work and 
songwriting to earn a living. 
Fresh from his success with Pick- 
ett, Womack tried again in 1968 
and managed to sell enough rec- 
ords to keep his name alive until 
1972, when a distinct Bobby Wo- 
mack style and sound began to 
evolve. The recently released 
Bobby Womack’s Greatest Hits 
on United Artists traces Wo- 
mack’s evolution as a singer from 


those tentative late ’60s offer- 


ings to his current, stylized 


sound. 

Unlike the erotic, gritty songs 
Bobby sang with the Valentinos 
in the early ’60s (‘‘Lookin’ For a 
Love’”’ and “It’s All Over Now’’), 
his solo efforts five years later 
were largely nondescript 
Cooke/Pickett imitations, not 
much more original than those of 
a dozen other second-rate soul 
merchants of that era. Womack 
even went so far as to recreate 
Cooke’s penchant for reworking 
pop standards — the awkward 
“Fly Me To the Moon,” includ- 
ed in the Greatest Hits package, 
was one of several moderate hits 
Bobby had as a Cooke-influ- 
enced crooner. Bobby’s most 
notable recording of that early 
period was a largely ignored live 
album, cut in 1970, that evinced 
a somewhat contrived but engag- 
ing, harsh Pickett stance. Un- 
fortunately, ‘‘The Preach- 
er/More Than I Can Stand,” 
from that album, has been edit- 
ed for Greatest Hits, and much 
of its impact has been lost. 

In 1971 Bobby met Sly Stone 
and, in Bobby’s words, “He told 
me, ‘Say something, man. Don’t 
be talking about something you 
know nothing about.” The ef- 
fect was profound. Bobby re- 
corded two albums in four days, 
Communication and Under- 
standing, which included not 
only his biggest chart successes 
(five of the songs on Greatest 
Hits) but much of his finest 
work, including ‘‘That’s The 
Way I Feel About Cha” and its 
followup, ““Woman’s Gotta Have 

“That’s The Way” is a con- 
summate soul record, a rich mel- 
ody cushioned by a laconic bass 
line and Womack’s sinewy gui- 
tar figures. For the first time, 
Bobby was able to distill Sam 
Cooke’s phrasing and feeling 
without sounding imitative; 
ironically, the song was written 
for Denise Cooke, Bobby’s wife 
at the time and previously 
Sam’s. The record defined Wo- 
mack’s style for a short time af- 
terward, but the relative com-

mercial failure of the magnifi- 
cent “I’m Through Trying To 
Prove My Love To You” seemed 
to signal to Bobby that the sound 
was already dated. 

Appearing with Herbie Han- 
cock on a recent music talk 
show, Womack mentioned that 
only a short time ago he never 
would have dreamed of using 
“synthesizers and gimmicks” in 
his music. Now such accoutre- 
ments are prominent on most of 
his records. ‘Lookin’ For a Love”’ 
successfully reworked the old 
Valentinos chestnut, but the 
subsequent album was a hodge- 
podge of ill-fitting styles, in- 
cluding misplaced rock guitars 
and Moogs. 


I Don’t Know What The World 
Is Coming To (UA) has just been 
released, and though as erratic 
as ever, it seems to indicate that 
now Womack feels a little more 
at home with electronics. Both of 
his recent singles, the title track 
and the current “Check It Out,” 
are included, and while they are 
well-hooked, memorable songs, 
their arrangements are messy. 
The same can be said about most 
of Womack’s recent music. 


. [Don’t Know revamps some.of 
Bobby’s hoary numbers, songs 
he wrote for others and Valen- 
tinos standouts. “Jealous Love” 
is a tune he penned for Wilson 
Pickett. Womack’s adaptation is 
strange: beginning in a comfort- 
ably mid-tempo groove, the song 
suddenly turns into a halting ser-

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mon on trust and understand- 
ing, and fades out with slow gos- 
pel harmonies. “It’s All Over 
Now” is a duet with Bill With- 
ers and quite a shock to those 
used to the original or even to the 
Rolling Stones’ cover. Bobby is 
obviously attempting to garner 
some attention from the rock 
audience, and the arrangement 
sounds ‘dike something a current 
white group might do with the 
song. 

Womack’s solo career has been 
frustratingly incomplete. A skill- 
ed songwriter, guitarist and sing- 
er who has had moments of 
greatness, Bobby has never been 
able to put together a partic- 
ularly well-crafted album. / 
Don’t Know is further evidence 


-both of his lack of perspective 


and of a stubborn inability to see 
his own limitations and to es- 
cape from his obsession with 
proving himself every bit Sam 
Cooke’s equal. 

Since 1971, Henry Stone’s TK 
operation in Miami has man- 
aged at least one million-seller a 
year. Last year George McRae’s 
“Rock Your Baby” had world- 
wide sales of nine million and 
Benny Latimore’s ‘‘Let’s 
Straighten It Out” sold just over 
a million without the benefit of 
significant pop airplay. 1974 also 
saw TK finally establish itself as 
a major independent with a 
number of significant soul hits — 
Clarence Reid’s “‘Funky Party,” 
Little Beaver’s “Party Down” 
and Betty Wright’s ‘‘Secretary” 
and “‘Tonight’s The Night.” 

Despite competition from Joe 
Robinson’s All Platinum com- 
plex, TK is still the hottest soul 
independent in the country, with 
three records currently in Bill- 
board’s Top 20 soul singles. The 
hottest, Gwen McRae’s “‘Rock- 
in’ Chair,” looks as if it will be 
Henry’s first gold record of 1975. 
Your Baby” spinoff ori- 
ginally issued in the fall by Clar- 
ence Reid, the record is con- 


structed around Jerome Smith’s 
single chord, SOS guitar lick and 
George McRae’s gorgeous fal- 
setto chorus, both serving as foils 
for Gwen’s gravelly lead. 

While neither H.W. Casey or 
Rick Finch were directly re- 
sponsible for “Rockin’ Chair,” 
the record is both an indication 
of how pervasive their influence 
in Miami has become and a tri- 
bute to their amazing ability 
consistently to turn out off-beat 
commercial funk. Casey and 
Finch, both white and in their 
early 20s, first surfaced in 1973 
under the enticing KC and the 
Sunshine Junkanoo Band ban- 
ner with “Blow Your Whistle.” 
Left alone by a skeptical Henry 
Stone to fool around in TK’s stu- 
dio, the pair experimented with 
their own peculiar brand of ma- 
niacal soul. It culminated in the 
banshee wailing of “Queen of 
Clubs,” as well as in the “Rock 
Your Baby”’ goldmine. Needless 
to say, the awesome success of 
“Rock Your Baby” has elevated 
the duo to a position of consid- 
erable prominence in the TK 
studio. 

While Betty Wright’s churn- 
ing disco hit, ‘Where Is The 
Love,” was also their creation, 
the team has recently released 
two records simultaneously un- 
der the Sunshine Band name 
which indicate their consider- 
able talents have not been over- 
extended. “‘Shotgun Shuffle” is 
another outgrowth of “Rock Your 
Baby.” An instrumental under- 
pinned by the now-familiar rhy- 
thm machine, Jerome Smith’s 
chording and a horn chorus, the 
record almost sounds like an af- 
terthought. But just like “Rock 
Your Baby,” it’s a subtle, irre- 
sistible melody, buoyed by a 
sparse female chorus punctuat- 
ing the record with “Shotgun. . . 
shotgun shuffle.”” While it’s an 
attractive number, “Get Down 
Tonight” is Finch and Casey at 
their best. Beginning with a 
spooky clavinet solo that winds 
through the whole record, the 
pair develop a simple chorus 
(“Do a little dance, make a lit- 
tle love, get down tonight”’) into 
a frenzied, stomping funk mas- 
terpiece invigorated by Casey’s 
howling and a blaring horn sec- 
tion. 

AWB has been able to exploit 
the novelty of a white band suc- 
ceeding with a black style, but at 
the same time their success is 
based largely on mimicking al- 
ready defined musical stances. 
Finch and Casey’s groove, tem- 
pered in Miami’s “bucket of 
blood,”’ is strictly their own con- 
ception.

Days of Wine and Neuroses is 
a classic. Of course, there are 
others: Sergeant Pepper, Blonde 
on Blonde, etc., but this one is it 
for my money. My money, just 
for the record, was over $30,000, 
not counting the jacket. And I 
never appear without a jacket, 
and seldom appear without a tie. 
A good jacket and a good tie. 
What ties this record to this jac- 
ket is taste. One look at the jac- 
ket on the jacket tips one off. 
First jacket — Yves St. Lau- 
rent; second jacket — Capricorn 
cardboard. Inside is Taste-T-Ra- 
ma. 

There are many bands on this 
disc. If, for some reason, you like 
one more than another (not un- 
derstandable), they are separat- 
ed by shiny rings so that you can 
play just your favorite. This kind 
of thoughtfulness is all over the 
record. It is also in perfect taste 
for all age groups. 


If, for some reason, you are, as 
I was, immediately taken by the 
easy flow of music and lyric, 
which is almost as natural as 
breathing or eating, then listen 
here. It wasn’t easy. Many of 


these tunes took hours to write.

The Doobie Brothers and 
Bachman Turner Overdrive are 
ostensibly cast from the same 
mold. They rely on a guitar- 
dominated hard-rock backdrop 
and lead singers whose quirki- 
ness cuts through heavy metal, 
and they display a penchant for 
creating elegantly simple and 
memorable singles. But their 
musics are different, in much the 
same way that the hand-made 
differs from the mass-produced. 

Randy Bachman and com- 
pany make no bones about it. 
Theirs is an eminently mercen- 
ary enterprise — the matching of 
ineluctable rock-grind to a hum- 
mable hook. “You Ain’t Seen 
Nothing Yet” and “Taking Care 
of Business,” joyous, empty- 
headed, archly typical AM hits, 
perform their jobs as admirably 
as any well-designed air condi- 
tioner or electric toaster. They 
make highway driving an al- 
most transcendent experience, 
or, at the very least, they get you 
from one place to another. But 
like the singles-makers of the 
pre-Beatles ’60s, Bachman Tur- 
ner Overdrive foist cash-in al- 
bums on the public: Four Wheel 
Drive creates in me the sort of 
curiously American nausea one 
experiences watching daytime 
quizz shows. Rock’s most bla- 
tant musical and lyrical cliches 
are dispensed — neatly, to be 
sure, but without any sense of 
humor or juggling of context; 
with BTO there is never the 
slightest hint of cleverness. The 
previous release, Not Fragile, 
had, in addition to “You Ain’t 
Seen Nothing Yet,”’ a passel of 
tunes that were better than 
warmed over, but that was re- 
corded before BTO grabbed the 
brass ring (or, more appro- 
priately, the gold record). That 
having been accomplished, the 
band seems content to concen- 
trate on business matters and 
forget music. 

BTO stole their guitar-strum- 
ming-followed-by-power-chords 
trick from the Doobie Brothers, 


but they missed the message. 
What makes the Doobies more 
than manufacturers is their jux- 
taposition of the personal and 
the impersonal. They bounce 
acoustic guitar off of more asser- 
tive electric guitar, and they 
write songs that sound as if they 
come’ from experience rather 
than from some Rock Writer’s 
Handbook; Toulouse Street and 
The Captain And Me contained 
boogie that actually seemed to 
be felt. Unfortunately, Stam- 
pede, despite the addition of for- 
mer Steely Dan man Jeff 
“Skunk” Baxter, finds the Doob- 
ies without a single new idea. “I 
Cheat The Hangman” has a 
spooky beauty but its method 
can be found on David Crosby’s 
moldy old solo album. ‘‘Take Me 
In Your Arms” is the Ip’s hot 
number, a potential hit single, 
but it was penned by Motown 
staff writers way back in the ’60s. 
Still, Stampede avoids BTO’s 
American Can Company qual- 
ity.

TRAMMPS (Golden Fleece) 
Talk of the Town: “‘If We Got 
The Will’ (TSOP) 

1974 was not an exceptional 
year for Gamble and Huff's Phi- 
ladelphia International com- 
plex. Despite the success of the 
O'Jays and 3 Degrees, the once- 
vital Philadelphia Sound had 
floundered on a shoal of nondes- 
cript disco soul records. One of 
°75’s first releases, the Blue 
Notes’ masterful To Be True, 
gave hope that last year’s mal- 
aise was only temporary. How- 
ever, subsequent Philly produc- 
ed releases have not realized that 
promise. The Intruders, Billy 
Paul, Blue Magic, the Soul Sur- 
vivors and the O’Jays have all 
disappointed in varying de- 
grees, while G-H’s TSOP label 
has become a repository for les- 
ser-knowns like Kaleidescope, 
Love Committee and Peoples 
Choice, who have been unable to 
climb out of the over-familiarity 
rut. 

More recently, an album and a 
single have come out that have 
managed to break away from the 
suffocating elements of the Phi- 
ladelphia formula to produce 
fresh music in a familiar frame- 
work. The Trammps, who be- 
gan a decade ago in Philly under 
the name Volcanoes (“Storm

.ly traceable to the Coasters and 


early Isley Brothers. The group 
contrasts Jimmy Ellis’s gruff, 
straining lead against Earl 
Young’s bass pinings (he’s also 
MFSB’s stalwart session drum- 
mer) layered on top of unusual- 
ly hot disco tracks. The album 
doesn’t quite live up to the 
strength of the Golden Fleece 
singles (“‘Zing,” “Sixty Minute 
Man”. and “Pray All Ye Sin- 
ners’’ were on Buddah) but at its 
best (“Trusting Heart,’’ “Love 
Epidemic” and ‘Shout”) the 
group is among the cream of Phi- 
ladelphia. 

John Whitehead and Gene 
McFadden have written some of 
Gamble and Huff's biggest hits, 
including ‘“Backstabbers” and 
Luck,” as well as most of 
the Blue Notes’ To Be True. The 
duo seem to have vocal aspir- 
ations as well and have been re- 
warded for their writing success 
with infrequent single releases. 
“If We Got the Will” sounds like 
the result of a Sam and 
Dave/Gamble and Huff collabo- 
ration: a catchy, inverted lyric 
hook, two lead voices playing 
right from the opening horn 
blast. Like the Trammps, Talk 
of the Town have taken a con- 
temporary approach to an older 
style and the result is a marvel- 
ous one-shot record, a must for 
those who miss Sam and Dave.

Weather Report: 
TALE SPINNIN’ (Columbia) 
Wayne Shorter: 
DANCER (Colum- 
ia) 

Like the spring warmth, a new 
Weather Report album arrives 
each May. This fifth install- 
ment, with new members Ndu- 
gu (drums) and Alyrio Lima 
(percussion), moves the band’s 
music toward more convention- 
al group interaction and an em- 
phasis on danceability. Wayne 
Shorter’s saxes and Joe Zawin- 
ul’s keyboards do find the ex- 
tended solo space that was rare 
in the band’s earlier efforts, but 
the drummers and bassist Al 
Johnson are left to keep little be- 
yond funky time. And for all the 
modulations of such Zawinul 


compositions as “Man in the 
Green Shirt’’ or ‘Between the 
Thighs,” the final goal is usual- 
ly a disco beat. 

Still, Zawinul (who orches- 
trated all of the music, includ- 
ing Shorter’s two pieces) has no 
peers in the highly structured 
electric genre. His various key- 
boards — Rhodes piano, Arp 
2600, organ and something cal- 
led TONTO — slip in and out of 
the music and bring substance to 
what are becoming overly famil- 
iar melodic ideas. Zawinul’s two 
attempts at introspection pro- 
duce mixed results: the folkish, 
thickly overdubbed ‘Badia” 
blandly repeats “Jungle Book,” 


‘while “Five Short Stories” is a 


melodically rich acoustic duet 
for the pianist and Shorter’s ten- 
or. 

Wayne gets more room to play 
on Tale Spinnin’ than usual, but 
neither his solos nor his compo- 
sitions are exceptional. Perhaps 
he was saving his best for Na- 
tive Dancer, a brilliantly subtle 
Brazilian-jazz synthesis that 
suggests a 1975 version of 
Getz/Gilberto. Vocalist Milton 
Nascimento, who appears on five 
of his own compositions, is not 
your typical laid-back bossa no- 
va balladeer — he cries, shouts, 
breaks in and out of falsetto, and 
often finds words extraneous. 
Along with countrymen Airto 
and drummer Roberto Silva, he 
pumps a contagious energy into 
“From the Lonely Afternoons” 
and “Lilia.” 

Shorter has an old running 
buddy of his own along in the 
person of Herbie Hancock, and 
the pair still sound extremely 
sympathetic, but the major cre- 
dit for Dancer’s success lies with 
the leader. More edited and pre- 
cise than ever, Shorter gets max- 
imum effect from the subtlest in- 
flections. The acoustic disco 
rhythms of ‘‘Beauty and the 
Beast” find him removed from 
the rest of the band, inserting 
graduated tonal shadings or 
rhythmic displacements. After 
the final statement of the CTI- 
sleek theme, he slips back into 
the funk with a descending ar- 
peggio that turns his soprano’s 
tone inside out. “Diana,” dedi- 
cated to Airto and Flora Pur- 
im’s child, is the other out- 
standing Shorter composition, a 
straight reading of a gorgeous 
theme. His remaining solos are 
equally moving, particularly the 
tenor spot on ‘“Tarde.”’ The mix- 
ture of terseness, melancholy 
and intense introspection here 
conjures up a mood that jazz 
hasn’t encountered since Miles 
Davis plugged in. Miles, who in 
an inspired moment named the 
new approach he and his many 
ex-sidemen have chosen “slic- 
kaphonics,” should love Native 
Dancer, for it is the most sub- 
stantial slice of slick in quite 
some time.

CORRAL, compiled and di- 
rected by Allan Albert.

No dramatic bonanza, the 
Proposition’s new musical Cor- 
ral is nonetheless an amusing 
batch of old cowboys’ wives 
tales, baloney-sandwiched Wild 
West folklore and lilting banjo 
ballads. A musical medicine 
show fused with In White Amer- 
ica-style historical narrative (“in 
the spring of ’84, Bad Bart Zilch 
saddled old Paintjob and head- 
ed off towards Tucson, leaving 
his chicano chickie to sizzle un- 
der the desert sun,” the actor re- 
lates, straddling a sawhorse in 
fine Story Theatre style), Corral 
is not without hitches, the big- 
gest being that the yarns string 
on and on. (Each is, however, 
guaranteed authentic, plucked 
by director Allan Albert out of 
books like Heaven on Horse- 
back and Why the Chisolm Trail 
Forks.) 

Though Corral’s “I’m so tough 
I could tie a buffalo into a boy 
scout knot”’ macho malarkey is 
highly entertaining for a while, 
and the glimpses of Eastern-bred 


ladies plopped into this quintes-— 


sential man’s world (with ‘“no- 
where to go except crazy”) espe- 
cially sensitive, the Proposi- 
tion’s cowboy-collage is too long 
and too formulaically repetitive 
(surely one anecdote about cow- 
boy mischief would suffice, or 
the saga of the nagging wife). Its 
four energetic players lope from 
shaggy-dog-ditty to social com- 
ment to poignant chantey, with- 
out detailing or broadening their 
Roy-and-Dale windup charac- 
ters to accommodate the shifts. 
In short, Corral’s appeal winds 
down as _ it winds on. 

Allan Albert’s affection for his 
material is understandable. The 
humor in some of these windbag 
tales of bravado is as broad as 
the lone. prairie,-as corny (at 
least!) as Kansas in August. 
How about the vacationing Wi- 
chita wench who wired her buck- 
aroo boyfriend that she was stay- 
ing in a hotel with running wa- 
ter, to which he angrily replied, 
“You get that injun out of there 
or the engagement is off’? Un- 
fortunately, the actors try to sus- 
tain longer, more serious por- 
traits of ranchstyle solidarity, of 
the sweltering no-man’s-land 
where the buffalo roamed and 
the skies were not cloudy all day, 
of gringo-chicano apartheid, per- 
forming in the same broad, bow- 
legged style better suited to the 
horse sense-and-bullshit Tales of 
the Chuckwagon (another of as- 
siduous researcher Albert’s 
sources). Among the epistolary 
accounts of the gruesome side of 
the Western adventure, Olga Ho- 
lub’s stands out: a painfully un- 
derstated recollection of a 
mother duty-bound to abandon 
the salons of Philadelphia and a 
promising career as a chamber 
musician in order to follow a 
drunken husband west to some 
crude shanty and a host of 
drunken brawlers. If Corral rais- 
es fewer new questions than old 
jokes, such unembellished de- 
pictions of hardship do make one 


‘lin, fiddle and banjo, Corral put 


only a small dent in my suspi- 
cion that all such music is built 
on three melodies even as the 
lyrics are varied from number to 
number to avoid monotony. 

The four Proposition cowper- 
sons, Jack Blessing, Linda Har- 
vey, Olga Holub and Peter John- 
son, display considerable pana- 
che, but ease in the stage-saddle 
isn’t enough for such farflung 
miscellany.

There aren’t many art shows 
worth singling out for dispar- 
agement. That is, a close look at 
work that leaves you indifferent 
is likely to yield no insights to re- 
pay the effort. But Robert Good- 
nough’s recent paintings at the 
Harcus Krakow Rosen Sonna- 
bend Gallery on Newbury St. 
are, I think, worth examining, 
even though I am quite unsym- 
pathetic to them. A problem 
arises as soon as you start to des- 
cribe Goodnough’s pictures in 
the terms they appear to solicit. 
The problem is that it doesn’t 
seem to matter that the paint- 
ings lend themselves to descrip- 
tion in familiar critical nom- 
enclature. Perhaps the only way 
to be clear about this is to offer 
the description that the work 
seems to ask for and then sug- 
gest why it seems as hollow as 
the work itself. 

Most of Goodnough’s paint- 
ings begin with a ground of thin, 
flat, relatively even color — a 


sort of spare color field, in other 


cally introduces what look like 
irregular chips of colors differ- 
ent from that of the ground.

For I can’t shake off the feel- 
ing that all Goodnough’s pic- 
tures signify is that we’re sup- 
posed to make a certain connec- 
tion when we see them. It is as if 
their relation to cubism, per- 
haps to Mondrian, and to color 
field painting is their whole and 
only point, rather than their 
point of departure. To under- 
stand this work is to understand 
(and comply with) how we’re 
supposed to respond to it. If we 
play along, we will perhaps ex- 
perience the dubious satisfac- 
tion of unconscious obedience to 
manipulation, however inconse- 
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quential it may be. 

My objection to this aspect of 
Goodnough’s painting is that it 
misrepresents the value and use 
of intelligibility in art. It makes 
of understanding nothing more 
than a means of disposing of ex- 
perience with a minimum of ef- 
fort.:It wouldn’t surprise me if 
this is what people who buy 
Goodnough’s pictures want (in 
addition to a sound investment, 
a crisp, chic item of decor, or 
whatever) — art that keeps its 
place,-art so rhetorical that its 
precise physical form is only a 
matter of whim to artist and 
spectator alike. 

Even if you don’t possess the 

degree of popular art education 
needed to recognize warmed- 
over cubist geometry when you 
see it, Goodnough’s pictures H 
could hardly be more domes- 
ticated. There is hardly a flicker 
of unsublimated feeling in them. 
They are not atmospheric or 
buoyant but, at best, ‘‘atmos- 
pheric’”’ or ‘“‘buoyant.” There is 
no sense of real work in them. 
Despite the process of masking 
and painting all those indivi- 
dual color chips, we have no 
sense that Goodnough got to 
know the surface of the canvas 
while working on it. The activ- 
ity of painting, as these pictures 
evoke it, seems like something 
that wouldn’t even dirty one’s 
hands. Goodnough’s pictures 
look fabricated, not painted. 

Sad to say, this kind of work 
now seems to sit comfortably in 
what was formerly the. most 
ambitious contemporary art gal- 
lery in the city. Since Harcus 
Krakow Rosen Sonnabend’s 
move from Parker Street to New- 
bury Street, the work it has 
shown has reflected its decision 
(a necessary one, I’m sure) to 
take itself seriously as a busi- 
ness. Its gain, if any, inevitably 
has been our loss. There’s no 
more business-like art around 
that Robert Goodnough’s.

spired by the Laingian notion that there 
exist certain “interspecial memories”’ (ki- 
netic, subconscious connections between 
ourselves and other creatures), B-Beaver 
is as much a living sculpture as a theater- 
piece. The clattering, ramshackle set, sort 
of a cross between a beaver dam and a 
junk-strewn mobile home, operates by 
means of pullies, ropes and winches, and 
vies for the audience’s attention with the 
antihero, a likable if schizoid bundle of 
beaverish neuroses with an awful stutter 
— hence, the t-title. 

Despite the trumpeting of Laing and 
the seeming weightiness of the idea, B- 
Beaver is often cheaply comic. (I kept 
wondering what R.D. would think of low- 
ly puns on beaverboard and “I'll be 
dammed.”’) The B-Beaver, represented at 
various times by a chorus leader and a 
crew of oddly adorned hangers-on, is trau- 
matized when, after ‘“‘dedicating his ma- 
ture years to damming all this crap to per- 
fection,” his monument crashes. Out of 
his element — awash, as it were — he 
tinkers with alien ideas such as building a 
structure of reinforced concrete — any- 
thing to restore order to his discombob- 
ulated life and mental processes. The 
stream of the creature’s consciousness fast 
diverges into many rivulets, evidenced by 
its disjointed, association-dominated lan- 
guage. Lee Breuer’s text skitters from in- 
trospective muddling to vulgar nonsense, 
but sound is continually important. 

Tina Girouard’s intricately engineered 
junkheap on which the creature peram- 
bulates, dissecting its distress, is in the 
thick of the noisy flux, its plywood and 
metal components doing everything but 
bisect the B-Beaver. Though not all of the 
embodiments of the B-Beaver realized by 
the company of five, who twist them- 
selves into strange combinations, are suc- 
cessful, many are at least suggestive. 

Beckett’s The Lost Ones was not in- 
tended as a play. It is, in fact, a static, 
syncopated piece of prose, an evocation of 
a bleak and timeless purgatory, ‘‘a flat- 
tened cylinder, 50 metres round and 18 
high,” in which the climate fluctuates 
every 14 seconds from one extreme to the 
other and the damned citizenry idle away 
the eons climbing ladders, in orderly suc- 
cession, to black niches.and tunnels that 
may but probably don’t lead to a way out. 
When no ladders are free, they search 
among ‘‘the vanquished”’ for lost loves, 
some half-hearted copulation. 

In Mabou Mines’ austere treatment, 
the drama is enacted simultaneously on 
two scales. The small audience is ushered 
shoeless into the environment (walls and 
floor of thin, black sound-muffling foam) 
and seated on tiered boxes along the peri- 
phery of the stultifying space. We occupy 
Beckett’s flattened cylinder as we ob- 
serve disinterestedly the single, gaunt act- 
or/narrator recreate it in miniature with 
tiny, hair-like ladders and the kind of lit- 
tle figures one used to find among the col- 
ored gum-balls in penny machines. Me- 
ticulously, he arranges the scene with 
tweezers against a cupped section of a cyl- 
inder in the center of the cushioned floor. 
Binoculars are provided for closer inspec- 
tion of the dollhouse Void. 

Warrilow’s description/depiction of the 
Beckettian agony is modulated, haunt- 


ing, the zombie-like hush of his voice ech-. 


oed by Philip Glass’s eerie, droning mu- 
sic. Were it not for the anguish exquisite- 


ly expressed in the actor’s taut body, a liv- 
ing Giacometti sculpture clawing the im- 
penetrable walls, one might see in Warri- 
low only the diabolical dreamer of the tor- 
ture; but he is also the sufferer, combin- 
ing in a truly remarkable performance the 
distillation of human misery and an oth- 
er-worldly presence. The recreation in 
crushing miniature of Beckett’s awful 
world is inspired.

THE CALVIN COOLIDGE FOLLIES 
by Geoffrey Bush. At the Cambridge 
Ensemble (Closed). 

It would appéar that Geoffrey Bush 
means to blame the Depression on Calvin 


Coolidge, our accidental 30th President.: 


(Stand forewarned, Gerald Ford.) Bush 
pits the poker-faced Vermonter’s icy self- 
deprecation and homely adages about 
“working and saving’ against the tinsel 
decadence of the ’20s, a Busby Berkeley 
extravaganza of a decade for which Cool 
Cal served as highly placed straight man. 
Beyond that, The Calvin Coolidge Fol- 
lies, recently afforded a workshop pro- 
duction by the Cambridge Ensemble, is 
murky but rather maniacal fun. 

Bush’s play is loaded with bothersome 
pretensions: two baggy-panted vaudevil- 
lian muses, History and Tragedy, whose 
Hallmark greeting card rhyme mirrors the 
mundanity of Coolidge’s methodical rise 
and fall, unworthy of great or hifalutin 
poetic commentary; a bizarre dream se- 
quence in which a distraught Calvin wafts 
about, slitting the throats of his dead rela- 
tives with a razor swathed in an Ameri- 
can flag. Still, the dilemma of this “‘hon- 
est man,”’ a slave to his inflexible rou- 
tines and even less flexible principles who 
simply lacked the political savvy to dif- 
ferentiate between running the USA and 
minding the till at his father’s general 
store, is crammed with theatrical pos- 
sibility. 

At its best, Bush’s play serves as com- 
pendium of. Cardboard Cal’s favorite 
jokes on himself, delivered with deadpan 
perfection by flat-faced Jim Cooke, and of 
his Simple-Simon solutions to America’s 
ills. He suggested, for example, that the 
money-mongering military “buy one air- 
plane and take turns,” that ‘if a man 
isn't making any money at what he’s do- 
ing, then he ought to do something else,” 
and that ‘“‘when large numbers of people 
are out of work, unemployment results.” 
When a reporter begged for a glimpse of 
“the man behind the mask,” Coolidge re- 
plied with aplomb and péthaps uncanny 
self-awareness, ‘Maybe there isn’t any.” 

Jim Cooke was Divine Dullness itself as 
strait-laced Calvin Coolidge, capturing 
both the wry humor of this allegedly hu- 
morless man and the agony “behind the 
mask,”’ the terrible trials of a man under 
constant pressure, visited by tragedy, but 
trained to quash his own emotions as re- 
lentlessly as he quashed the 1919 Boston 
police strike that shoved him into the na- 
tional eye. Unfortunately, the rest of the 
production, though spirited, failed to cap- 
ture that mad aura of affluence jitter- 
bugging its way towards the precipice, 
and it is on this ironic juxtaposition of the 
man and his times that The Calvin Cool- 
idge Follies depends. The ensemble, 
which went through more directors than 
the Saigon government, substituted for an 
overall concept a busy succession of too- 
literal “‘bits.”” Though some were clever, 
these unconnected coy shenanigans prov- 
ed more often a nuisance than effective 
counterpoint to Bush’s snapshot of 
Coolidge.

sicians, the prospect of an established 
chamber orchestra engenders uncertain- 
ty, bitter memories, ambition and hope. 
Will the Boston Philharmonia, now de- 
funct, remain so, or will some version of it 
rise again? The orchestra’s long-time con- 
cert master, Robert Brink, has suggested 
that players be allowed to donate their 
services to extra rehearsals, but he has 
met with union and other objections on 
this matter. He also questions how truly 
self-governing this ‘‘cooperative’ can 
really be and still function efficiently. 
New bylaws and organizational proce- 
dures are being hammered out — with- 
out Mr. Brink — as this is being written. 
As to not replicating the past’s blunders 
in programing (the duplication of BSO re- 
pertory, for instance, and the scheduling 
of works by nonentities such as Levy and 
Tcimpidis) and incompetent conductors 
(to be left nameless), one can only hope. 
The self-policing of personnel is another 
moot and difficult question. A few years 
ago, Leon Kirchner, who had led the Phil- 
harmonia in many of its most interesting 


concerts, remarked, ‘There are players in 
that orchestra: who just shouldn’t be 
there.” 

Meanwhile, the not inconsiderable 
body of music written for ensembles mid- 
way in size between the BSO and the true 
chamber group goes mostly neglected in 
Boston. Philip Morehead has hopes for his 
newly founded Newton Chamber Orches- 
tra. There are ad hoc but necessarily im- 
permanent ensembles made up of stud- 
ents; amazingly good as these can be, 
their limitations are built in. For the rest, 
a rather unhappy silence. 

One thinks of other times, other 
orchestras, other situations. Prince Ester- 
hazy kept an orchestra as part of his en- 
tourage, and he employed Franz Josef 
Haydn to write symphonies for jit. As a 
consequence of the Prince’s thoughtless 
practice of extending his stay at his sum- 
mer place, the musicians were separated 
from their families. Haydn’s Symphony 
no. 45 in F-sharp minor resulted; its 
adagio last movement is surely the most 
elegant statement ever to have issued 
from a grievance committee: one musi- 
cian after another finishes his part, blows 
out his candle (this is in 1772), packs his 
music, and leaves. 

We must not forget, however, that these 
musicians, for all the ingenuity of the 
maneuver, never ceased being servants.

Continued from page | 
which cuts brilliantly from Faye 
ning in the mirror to Homer 
ussily preparing hors-d ‘oeuvres, to 
Tod et al. witnessing the bloody 
bout, that the degree of these char- 
acters’ dissociation from one ano- 
ther becomes hideously clear. This 
method may be commercially 
risky, building as it does towards a 
nihilism for which the first hour of 
the film deliberately leaves the 
viewer unprepared. But launch- 
ing directly into the mood of the 
novel would have been too abrupt 
to hook an audience, and harsh 
enough to alienate its affections. 
And as an infidelity to the novel, 
this is really no infidelity at all, 
since it pulls one far deeper into 
West’s vision than a more abrupt 
plunge could have 
Though ‘Black’ s wildly 
inconsistent Faye is in some ways 
the film’s sore thumb of a charac- 
ter, it is Tod who seems awkward 
and incomplete in the novel and 
the filmmakers’ modification of 
Tod that confuses the other roles. 
West’s Tod was a spectator be- 
cause, structurally speaking, he 
could afford to be; his acid obser- 
vations and plans for various ar- 
tistic undertakings (most notably 
the apocalyptic canvas entitled 
“The Burning of Los Angeles”) 


captured and shaped the action 
well enough despite his conde- 
scending efforts to avoid any gen- 
uine involvement in his surround- 
ings. But making him as pivotal to 
the film as he is to the novel means 
making him more active, exter- 
nalizing various aspects of his 
point of view. So scenes are trans- 
posed, with Tod at times (most 
notably during a: ghastly quarrel 
between Faye and her father) re- 
placing Homer. Tod’s fantasies are 
drawn closer to the surface, if only 
to make them as evident on screen 
as they are in print; he tries, a bit 
halfheartedly, to rape Faye here, 
while in the novel he merely thinks 
about it. His drawings become pa- 
pier-mache figures that, during the 
film’s otherwise superbly blood 
curdling climactic riot, actually 
get up and march, the 
mood and looking a trifle silly. 
Equally problematic is the 
screen Tod’s relationship with 
Faye, which is well-conceived in 
that it makes Tod more aggres- 
sive, but which goes hopelessly 


- overboard into romance. (“You 


don’t think I’m just a dumb 
blonde?” she queries. “T think I’m 

in love with you,’ he heavy- 
breathes. “Please hold me. . . just 
hold me,” she sighs, .as John Bar- 
ry’s strings provide what is sup- 
posed to be ironic soap-opera 
counterpoint but sounds like stan- 
dard sentimental sludge.) Also, a

All told, this new- 
ly activated Tod is very much like 
the old one, hiding his ambition 
and lust behind a bogus earnest- 
ness in much the way that the ori- 
om nal concealed his sympathies be- 
ind cynicism. William Atherton 
occasionally overdoes the bright- 
young-man aspects of the role, and 
he never makes the depth of Tod’s 
infatuation with Faye compre- 
hensible, but his is a thoughtful 
and creditable performance. 
Black’s is much more erratic, 
yet for every false note she strikes, 
there is a resoundingly true one. 
Her Faye may not be the 17-year- 
old temptress West described 
(though the character’s youth 
seemed incongruous with her 
wiles, even in the novel), but she 
has the proper overweening ego- 
tism and a suitable blend of inno- 
cence and ferocity. The moments 
at which Faye’s contradictory. 


_ strains run together — when she is 


accosted by Tod at her father’s fu- 
neral and simultaneously trills and 
snarls at him; when she barges in- 
to Homer’s house in search of the 
aang Harry (“Speak to me, Dad- 
dy — c’mon, don’t gimme that 
p bit. On your feet!’’) 
off Black at her best, 

which is to say at her most. 
verse and unpleasant. Even when 
impersonating an allegedly allur- 
ing (but virginal) coquette, Black 

is not entirely unconvincing. 

Burgess Meredith, who from all 
appearances actually is Harry 
Greener, gives the most immedi- 
ately impressive performance. 
However, Donald Sutherland’s 
clumsy, pin-headed Homer (the 
book imagines him as a “poorly 
built automaton,” a description 
which Sutherland embodies to 
perfection) is the most arresting 
figure in the film, even though the 
role has been considerably trimm- 
ed. (Sutherland has top billing, 


-but he is on the screen perhaps 


half as often as either Black or 
Atherton.) At once the joke of the 
piece and the only truly respon- 
sive figure it includes, Suther- 
land’s Homer facilitates the fear- 
fulness and accentuates the 
strangeness of the film in a way 
that Atherton’s Tod never can. 
Tod still retains much of his ori- 
ginal iciness, and his sketches and 
desires are never of more than 
passing interest. But Sutherland 


makes Homer’s longings as grip- 
ping ng as they are vague (in one of 
the film’s most moving scenes, he 
cries silently and can still the pas- 
sion in his hands only by burying 
them in his thighs), and in some 
ways Homer’s quiet horror at 
watching his home taken over by 
drunken revelers is even more 
compelling than his overt panic 
— the rioting crowd turns on 

m 

There are some painfully false 
moments in this production, to be 
sure: a gratuitous revival-meeting 
sequence, a sentimental placebo of 
an ending, the luminous excesses 
of Hall’s cinematography, 
countless weak transitions (the 
novel was abrupt and episodic; 
Salt’s screenplay is consequently” 
full of fake bridges), and the per- 
sistent, irritating closeups that are 
apparently intended to convey 
some sort of sensuality but that in- 
stead accentuate the emotional 
pose of Schlesinger’s style. Yet 
even The Day of the Locust’s mis- 
steps are of interest; if this film 
suggests anything, it is less the 
meaning of West’s vision than its 
mechanics. This Locust is not so 
much artful as insightful, not so 
much inspired as intelligent, not so 
much original as competent. In- 
deed, its competence is the only 
real reflection of its originality. But 
in the case of an adaptation, some- 
times that can be enough.

THE EIGER SANCTION. Clint East- 
wood's fourth directorial effort is his slow- 
est and most inept; everything seems to 
take much longer than it needs to, and as 
a thriller this has both plot and credi- 
bility (Eastwood plays an art professor 
who’s an assassin on the side) problems.

Funniest 
thing here is the credit sequence, which is 
in English with Swedish subtitles.

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE MOUN- 
TAIN. The story of skier Jill Kinmont, 
who was paralyzed from the shoulders 
down in an accident and subsequently 
became a schoolteacher. A simple but very 
touching picture, wonderfully acted, that 
may wind up appealing to a segment of 
Love Story audience, though this story is 
in some ways considerably grimmer.

THE PASSENGER. How much one ap- 
preciates the latest from Antonioni is 
largely a function of one’s own exhaustion 
threshold. The more energy you put into 
watching it, the more effective it be- 
comes9 Beautiful but self-defeating, visu- 
ally eloquent but verbally banal, it 
achieves a textural resonance as compell- 
ing as, though not to be confused with, in- 
tellectual depth. Those who watch it on 
the story level alone are likely to go home 
dissatisfied. Cheri. 

THE REINCARNATION OF PETER 
PROUD. Bad performances, a stagger- 
ingly stupid screenplay, a plot that has 
only one possible resolution — and it’s 
still worth seeing, either as camp or mum- 
bo-jumbo or a sex picture (there’s an aw- 
ful lot of skin here, considering the R 
rating). Not much good, but we weren’t 
bored.

THE OF THE PINK PAN-

STAGEDOOR. Gregory La Cava’s won- 
derfully bitchy comedy-drama about as- 
piring young actresses in a theatrical 
boarding house; the roomers include 
Katharine Hepburn, Ginger Rogers (who 
steals the movie), Lucille Ball and Eve 
Arden. Together with Howard Hawks’s 
screwball classic, Bringing Up Baby, 
which stars Hepburn and Cary Grant and 
may look a little familiar, especially if 
you've seen What's Up, Doc? lately. Sun- 
day through Tuesday, at the Park Square. 
TOMMY. Even more than its exuber- 
ance and originality, this Tommy’s trans- 
cendence of literal reality is what is 
breathtaking.
